RAW FOOD. 


While Rousseau probably did as much 
as any one man to overthrow the domi- 
nation of the theologue over the world 
of thought, he curiously enough adopted 
one of his adversaries’ fundamental con- 
ceptions, the doctrine of man’s degener- 
ation from a state of pristine purity.

These charming creations of fancy are 
pleasant reading, but have done incal- 
culable harm by setting up ideals that 
are utterly false and impossible. No 
such conditions of life ever did exist, 
ever could have existed, or ever will 
exist, as long as human nature remains 
what it has been since the dawn of his- 
tory. And the constant iteration of the 
doctrine of degeneracy, of the reaction- 
ary appeal to tradition, as the ideal by 
which the things of the present are to be 
judged, and the tendencies of the pres- 
ent to be condemned, has had its share 


in checking the progress of the race. 


Among the numerous reversions of 
this sort are the appeals to a return to a 
state of nature, as the sum of all that is 
desirable. A sect arises which preaches 
that as primitive man went naked the 
wearing of clothes is unhygienic, if not 
actually immoral. The social system is 
all wrong, and the artificial restrictions 
made by modern law irksome, so that the 
holding and inheritance of property 
should be altered, those who have, being 
despoiled for the ease—we cannot say 
the benefit—of those have not; 
those who have spent their penny and 
eaten their cake, sharing that of the 
one who has saved his share; the mar- 
riage laws set aside for the promiscuity 
of the Australian savage, the most un- 
developed specimens of the human race. 

When men cease to believe what they 
think they ought to believe, and trust 
themselves to believe what they see for 
themselves to be true, and what their 
reasoning faculties convince them is rea- 
sonable, we may begin to see Progress

For it must not be forgotten that the 
suitability of a food depends largely upon 
the patient’s liking it.

There exist in milk, eggs, raw fruit 
juices, the raw plant foods such as cel- 
lettuce, certain ele- 
ments the body, 
though we are scarcely aware of their 
true function. We know that the fruit 
acids are necessary to prevent scurvy, 
though they do not as such form con- 
stituents of any tissue of the body. There 
is a very general belief that the living 
or vitalized elements in these foods are 
of value to the body because they are 
alive, apart from their chemical compo- 
sition. And this view has been strength- 
ened by observations on babes fed on 
sterilized milk.

These are said to be de- 
ficient in vitality, in the power of resist- 
ing noxious influences; extra liable to 
rickets, marasmus, cholera infantum, 
and other affections denoting malnutri- 
tion. The experiments on dogs confined 
in sterilized air, which proved fatal in a 
few days, confirm the view that there is 
something essential to health in these 
raw foods, as there is in raw air. 

But allowing this as possibly, even 
probably, correct, we need not go to the 
other extreme and adopt the utterly un- 
proved and almost certainly erroneous 
proposition, that all foods should be 
taken raw.

HYOSCINE., 


We have heard from Hare as to the 
use of hyoscine in morphine addiction, 
and now some of the specialists in that 
line are to be heard. Crothers writes to 
the Medical News that he used hyoscine 
when first introduced, in alcoholism and 
morphinism, and abandoned it as very 
unsafe and dangerous. He gave it in 
small and frequent doses, and large ones 
at longer intervals, but the effect was 
the same. Morphine was withdrawn in 
a few hours, the consciousness of suffer- 
ing obliterated after the first or second 
dose, delirium and

As a reconstructive in convalescence and in 
all the cachexias strychnine arsenate fills a 
double indication. 
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four; most patients had stupor, muscu- 
lar tremor, general relaxation, excessive 
sweating and irritation of the bowels, 
and the usual withdrawal symptoms in 
a modified form. Insomnia was less 
prominent, stupor more prolonged, with 
muttering, periods of collapse and pro- 
found indifference. Muscular prostra- 
tion was intense and long-continued. 
Mental feebleness was evident for weeks. 
Convalescence was protracted and neu- 
rotic derangements pronounced and diffi- 
cult to control. Hyoscine is used in the 
“quick-cure” establishments, the patient 
being left on a “tonic” mixture of hyo- 
scine, strychnine and morphine, which he 
cannot stop. He considers hyoscine more 
dangerous and uncertain than sodium 
bromide; and condemns both, as well as 
all other narcotic substitutes. The enfee- 
bled brain-centers and profound local and 
general anemias are not curable by other 
drugs equally as dangerous as morphine. 
Withdrawal conditions are easily con- 
trolled in proper surroundings by simple 
and harmless means, and such dangerous 
remedies are unnecessary. Fatal cases 
coming under his observation he believes 
may be attributed to the hvoscine. 

Mattison follows with a protest against 
the hyoscine method, and an unkind in- 
timation that Hare has much to learn as 
to the treatment of morphinism. The 
hyoscine method Mattison terms “irra- 
tional, unscientific, inhumane and dan- 
gerous.” 

As to the dose of hyoscine, Galbraith 
writes thus in the Medical Brief: 

“In your journal for August I notice 
a communication from Dr. H. A. Hare, 
on the use of hyoscine in the treatment 
of drug habits. 

“He reports six cases treated with re- 
markably curative results. First, he says 
patients can take massive doses, as much

“Now, I have had a large experience 
with this drug. I have used it and wit- 
nessed its use by others in hundreds of 
cases. A practical experience in two 
large hospitals for the insane gave me 
an abundant opportunity to observe the 
effect of this remedy. Besides, I have 
used it rather extensively in private prac- 
tice. 

“My observation leads me to differ 
very materially from Dr. Hare. I have 
seen very profound sedative and narcotic 
effects lasting from eight to ten hours as 
the result of the hypodermic injection of 
In fact I never 
felt justified in resorting tothe largest dose. 

“It is my opinion that a dose of hyo- 
scine as large as I-50 grain is seldom re- 


1-50 grain of hyoscine. 


quired under any circumstances, as am- 
ple sedative action can be obtained by a 
much smaller dose. I would regard the 
repetition of 1-100 grain for many days 
in succession a dangerous practice. 

“A case must be very acute, with 
sharp arterial tension, to long withstand 
the continuous use of hyoscine even in 
small doses. 

“In cases of drug addiction we usually 
find debility and low tension. Not the 
class of patients we would select for 
‘massive’ doses of such a potent remedy 
as hyoscine.” 

Hyoscine is one of our favorites, and 
we have used a good deal of it in prac- 


tice ; but we do not look upon such dosage 
as the Eastern therapeutist advises as fit 
for any pathologic state that has ever 
come within our cognizance. 


The dose 
to begin with is gr. 1-1000 repeated every 
ten to thirty minutes till the effect is 
manifest, when the patient is asleep or 
his mouth is dry and face red. Then,

In bone disease. rickets, convalescence, es- 


pecially of young subjects, the hypophosphite 
of strychnine is best. 
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noting the number of doses required to 
produce this effect, on subsequent even- 
ings it may be given at a single dose if 
the symptoms are similar.

of coffee, tea, tobacco and alcohol. 
or more of the symptoms enumerated 
needs help, and help of a most pro- 
nounced character. Much can be accom- 
plished by correcting improper habits, but 
in most cases the cures effected by such 
means would be slow and the vitality of 
the patient would be greatly exhausted. 
What is to be sought is not a remedy 
which will furnish relief, 
which is, as has been stated, merely 
treating the symptoms, but one which 
removes the cause of the difficulty. Care- 
ful and systematic medication will aid 
nature in effecting an ultimate cure.

read it. The writer compares the drug- 
gist’s act to a bank teller altering a 
check; but that may affect a 
finances, while the substitution in filling 
a prescription may cost the patient’s 
life. 


We heartily sympathize with the eth-

ical pharmacists who are pushing this 
matter, and are glad to know that they 
are endeavoring to raise the standard of 
the profession. But we have long been 
of the opinion that it is not wise to 
make any fight on this point ourselves. 
Physicians who have perfectly ethical 
pharmacists to depend upon—and there 
are plenty such—need not worry over 
the matter. Those not so happily situ- 
ated will find it useless to fight, and 
should settle the matter by dispensing 
their own prescriptions. 

Single instances may stand as a fair 
illustration of the matter 
times, and we believe the following” in- 


whole some- 
cident covers the dispute between doctor 
and druggist fully: A druggist told the 
writer he would not surrender the profits 
he obtained from his counter-prescribing 
for ten times what he made from filling 
prescriptions. His means of doing this 
lay in a selection he had made from the 
best prescriptions coming to his place, 
from the doctors who sent their patients 
there. He thus gathered a following 
and the means of treating the people 
from the physicians whom he plundered. 

And this man stood as high as any of 
his fellows. He assured the writer if 
he did not prescribe the people would 
go to some competitor who would meet 
their wishes. 

Seeing that the man was simply fol- 
lowing the law of trade, and that it was 
impossible for any one to alter the con- 
ditions or the practice resulting, the 
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writer came to the conclusion that the 
only remedy was to keep control of his 
practice by keeping his prescriptions to 
himself; and while never getting into a 
position of antagonizing the drug trade, 
he kept his own secrets and his own 
business in his own hands. Henceforth 
the questions of counter-prescribing and 
substitution gave him no annovance. 

A druggist once asked him for the 
prescription which had done good in a 
desperate case, undoubtedly desiring to 
utilize the knowledge for his own bene- 
fit. The reply was: “I can get $1,000 
for answering that question.” “It is well 
worth it,” replied the druggist. 

This fairly illustrates that other ques- 
tion that The New Idea says has been 
settled in the druggists’ favor—the own- 
ership of the prescription. We have held 
that the prescription is merely a note to 
the druggist, instructing him as to the 
preparation of medicine for that case, at 
that time; and that while the druggist 
keeps it as his protection in case of diffi- 
culty, he is not the owner in the sense 
that he can use it for his future profit, 
by refilling for that case or any other. 
by keeping the secret of the drugs in 
his own hands, the doctor has the right 
to talk as above intimated. The patient 
pays for advice in his present need; if 
he or the druggist want a remedy for 
rheumatism in general, for general use, 
that is a different matter, and at market

be averted, because of the alertness of 
the English authorities in that great port. 
But while they are employing every ap- 
plication known to science to prevent the 
spread of plague and cholera, Canton, 
latshan, Honan, Kit Yang and other 
populous cities of Kwangtung Province 
are reeking storm centers of infection. 
The Chinese authorities are apathetic, 
and even if they tried they would be un- 
able to enforce even the simplest rules 
of health. 

The Chinese, with fatalistic unconcern, 
pursue their daily vocations in the midst 
of the dying and dead, and even invent, 
with characteristic shrewdness, means of 
profiting from the pestilence that sur- 
rounds them. Their wits are trained to 
circumvent all health regulations. They 
drink poisonous water, eat infected food, 
breathe germ-laden air, and when over- 
taken die with a stoicism worthy of a 
better cause. 

If away from his ancestral home when 
the plague overtakes him, the China- 
man’s friends employ every artifice to 
send his body back to be mingled with 
the ashes of his fathers. That a whole 
city may be contaminated in this ship- 
ment of a plague corpse is no concern 
of theirs. This shipment of bodies is, of 
course, prohibited even by the Chinese 
authorities, but they are continually dis- 
covering ingenious methods of evading 
the law.

The bubo, instead of remaining in the 
armpit or groin, appears on any part of 
the body, and suddenly disappearing re- 
appears in another part. Victims are 
found dying in the streets, so sudden is 
the attack. At Fatshan both cholera and 
the plague are epidemic. It is one of the 
dirtiest cities in the world, the filth of 
its streets being proverbial. 

It is impossible to obtain even an ap- 
proximate estimate of the mortality from 
plague or cholera or both.

In very many cases the skillful therapeutist 

will find the indicated remedy does better for a 
little strychnine. 
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reporter says in recording a railway dis- 
aster, that many of the passengers were 
bady “shaken up.” Our present subject 
leads us to think, not of sudden concus- 
sion, but of the slow result of overwork 
of body and brain. 

Bad sleep or no sleep at all is one of 
the prominent symptoms of a “shaken” 
state of the nerve substances. A weary 
and yet restless feeling during waking 
hours, both day and night, is a similar 
symptom. Excessive irritability, instead 
of good temper, is another symptom. A 
strong tendency to think the worst of 
everything, rather than the best, is an- 
other symptom. A wish for death, rath- 
er than life, with such a state of body 
and mind, is not uncommon. <A strong 
idea that we are somehow wrong and 
cannot get right, is another symptom. 
Fear and foreboding of evil is another. 

‘What we have indicated as the symp- 
toms will indicate that the mind has a 
great deal to do with all such cases. In

In thus accounting for the presence 
of tubercle, in the lungs, we have fol- 
lowed the course of nature in every par- 
ticular, and the way nature carries these 
results of mal-nutrition often to old age, 
and arrests their destructive tendency 
whenever ‘the digestive system can be 
made to sufficiently nourish the body, 
tally so perfectly with all her methods, 
that they lend an aspect of correctness, 
not found in any other way of account- 
ing for the origin, prevalence and fatality 
of consumption. Other confirmatory evi- 
dence is easily produced, which may not 
be generally known. So long as the 
negroes were enslaved, consumption was 
unknown among them; their diet was not 
of such variety and appetizing quality as 
to tempt them to eat too much, and their 
food was well and regularly served; the 
first generation born in freedom devel- 
oped tuberculosis and since, the death 
rate from consumption has exceeded that 
of the white race in the same districts. 
Their conditions of physical life are un- 
changed, save that since freed, it has 
been feast or famine, with irregularity 
and yielding to appetite, without reserve. 
Believers in the fatherhood of the tuber- 
¢le bacillus can explain this fact only by 
saying, that changing from slavery to 
freedom, as indicated, exposed them to 
the dangerous bacillus, by the physical 
weakness incurred; and if true, which 
offers the greatest deliverance to man- 
‘kind, securing natural immunity through 
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good digestion and nutrition, or attempt- 
ing to destroy the bacillus with drugs? 

A well-known scientist of great intel- 
ligence and an authority in Massachusetts 
on the subject of tuberculosis among the 
herds of cows, said he had read all the 
authorities on the subject, but failed to 
find any way of explaining why some of 
the best conditioned animals and those 
that were spring poor had tuberculosis, 
while in the same herd were animals en- 
tirely free from disease, though having 
the same food and surroundings? The 
explanation that satisfied him and _tal- 
lies with his large experience, was this; 
tuberculosis is usually found in herds of 
cows that are used like milk machines, 
given all the provender they could be per- 
suaded to eat; those that were the most 
greedy and ate the most were either 
fleshy, or poor from the large quantity 
of milk produced, and such cows had 
tuberculosis, while those of the herd that 
could not be used as machines, were in 
healthy condition. There not being the 
saine incentive to over-feed male ani- 
mals, the disease is very rare among the 
males. While deductions from experi- 
ment upon animals are often misleading, 
by reason of different organism, the re- 
lation of over-feeding to tuberculosis in 
cows, is strong evidence of nature’s meth- 
ods. But the strongest evidence it is 
possible to produce of the correctness of 
the claims here made, is their entire har- 
mony with what we know of the laws of 
Nature and her methods. ‘‘Whatsoever a 
man soweth—in youth —that shall he 
also reap—in mature life” is as true in 
its application to physical as to mental 
and spiritual existence.

We find this law ap- 
plies to the great family of bacteria as 
well as all else. 

The rapidity with which these patho- 
genic conditions break down the organic 
structures, depends upon the degree of 
immunity of the individual ; also, this im- 
munity may be active or passive, or as I 
have thought in some cases almost en- 
tirely absent. Predisposing causes are of 
some importance, as family susceptibil- 
ity, an inherited constitution of weak re- 
sisting powers. When once infected the 
tissues and liquids of the body fail to 
form enough antitoxin to protect the or- 
ganism, but when the immunity is active 
and the tissues form sufficient antitoxins 
to protect the organism, the case recov- 
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ers. If they fail, either because they 
are too feeble or because the toxin is 
inevitable. 
Doubtless there would be more suffering 


overwhelming, the result is 


from infections and contagious diseases 
than there are, were it not for the natu- 
ral immunity of a large number of indi- 
viduals. 

Before we study this method of treat- 
ment let us understand the principles up- 
on which it rests. It is now admitted that 
all pathogenic bacteria, by their growth 
in the system produce toxins, which, 
when carried into the blood and lym- 
phatics, destroy, the functional and _ or- 
ganic life of the tissues. It is evident 
then that in the body of the patient there 
must be two processes for its protection. 
The first is elimination by the emunc- 
tories ; the second is that the tissues and 
liquids contain or form antitoxin of the 
disease (of each specific germ) sufficient 
to directly antagonize or neutralize the 
toxins present. Then the rational course 
of treatment is to furnish the body with 
the appropriate antitoxins with which to 
combat the infecting bacteria and their 
poisonous products—not that we expect 
the antitoxins to act at once as germi- 
cides and destroy the germs, but by their 
neutralizing effect upon the toxins and 
media in which the germs exist,to produce 
a soil unsuitable for their growth, and 
thus from want of nurture they eventual- 
ly die out or lose their virulence. Let 
me repeat that each specific germ pro- 
duces a specific toxin peculiar to itself, 
which must be neutralized by the toxins 
formed in the system, or those artificially 
supplied to protect the tissues against dis- 
astrous results._ 

The neutralization of the toxins we 
call immunity, which may be partial or 
complete, temporary or permanent. If 
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The only way to ascertain the exact dose of 
strychnine in any given case is to give small 
doses often repeated. 


Of strychnine give gr. I-134 every hour. or 
less, or more frequently, till the muscles begin 
to twitch, for full effect. 
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the system has passed through a success- 
ful period of infection we have an ac- 
quired immunity, but if the immunity has 
been produced by the injection of toxins 
freed from germs, or by antitoxic blood 
have an artificial im- 


serum, then we 


munity. Therefore to cure tuberculosis, 
uncomplicated or with secondary infec- 
tion, we must neutralize the toxin of each 
specific germ present with its specific an- 
titoxin. 

It is understood that we do not claim 
germicidal power for antitoxins or im- 
munized blood serums other than stated 
above, but when compounded with effi- 
cient germicides which also serve as pre- 
servatives they become very potent. This 
combination we have in tuberculocide. 1 
shall not attempt a detailed explanation 
of its manufacture in this article as space 
will not permit, but wish to give a gen- 
eral idea of its preparation, in which | 
have carried out the theory that uncom- 
plicated infections of pathogenic bacteria 
must be treated with their own antagon- 
istic products and complicated or mixed 
infections must be met with their an- 
tagonistic products in proportion to the 
degree of infection or effect upon the tis- 
sues of each germ; that is to say, each 
specific germ must face the artillery of its 
own antitoxins. 

I have followed this idea in over 
twelve vears of laboratory experiment on 
the lower animals, with general uniform 
results. It is a fact that we have to deal 
with both pathogenic and non-pathogenic 
bacteria, and that a bacterium ‘thharmless 
for one animal is dangerous for another, 
and one usually harmless to an animal 
may work havoc in its tissues should un- 
usual and abnormal conditions occur. 
The ability also of certain bacteria to 


live in the tissues of a living animal va-

ries very greatly, and the degree of im- 
munity will depend upon the character 
of the germ and the resisting forces of 
the animal to a certain degree. 

Working upon the above principle I 
have been able to immunize my guinea- 
pigs and rabbits to a degree that inocula- 
tions have no effect whatever, and upon 
the other hand to cure them after inoc- 
ulation and infection when treatment is 
begun before the lesions become too ex- 
tensive. 

In the manufacture of my preparations 
I use the goat for reasons which will be 
apparent to the reader. After selecting 
a young and healthy animal and having 
brought him to a high state of immuniza- 
tion against whatever bacteria, I collect 
all of his blood (uncastrated males only 
are used), dissect out the lymphatics, 
spinal cord, testicles, receptaculum chyli, 
thoracic duct, spleen, suprarenal and thy- 
roid glands. The blood-serum is separat- 
ed from the clot and prepared in the 
usual manner, and the active principles 
of the glands are also separated from the 
extraneous matter and combined with the 
blood-serum. All work is done under 
the strictest antiseptic precautions. To 
this is added germicides which serve to 
preserve the preparation indefinitely and 
act upon the bacteria. 

We now have combined and immun- 
ized blood-serum of high potency, with 
which to neutralize the toxins and poi- 
sonous products of the bacteria, and in 
addition to this serum armed for the 
fight, we have the active principles of 
the glands and lymphatics as above men- 
tioned. Also immunised, so that when 
the system receives them they can be ap- 
propriated without fear of the destructive 
effect of the poisonous toxins; in fact, 
they go on their mission unmolested ;

An experienced physician can tell by the ton- 
icity of the pulse when he has given exactly 
enough strychnine. 


If headache follows moderate doses of 
strychnine there is _a hyperemic state of the 
brain that contraindicates it. 
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while if they were not immune their fate 
would be the same as the helpless cells 
already existing in the body — become 
food for the bacteria. 

The general result expected then, is 
to neutralize the toxins with the serum, 
reconstruct the protoplasmic cells and re- 
inforce their resisting powers with im- 
munized material, and assist the elim- 
inating energies of the system in throw- 
ing off the debris, which may be readily 
accomplished. The antitoxins are elim- 
inated through all of the secretory or- 
gans, and will carry with them the prod- 
ucts of their labor. Thus by arming the 
tissues with the natural weapons of de- 
fense we convert the timid and fearful 
leucocytes into brave and active phago- 
cytes. In addition to this phagocytic ac- 
tion in the body, the germicides act as a 
direct poison to the germs and deprive 
them of their virulent action. 

In this preparation, Tuberculocide, we 
have a compound which is not merely a 
serum or a lymph but a chemical com- 
pound, for I believe that the beneficial ef- 
fects of serums are largely due to their 
chemical action; at any rate it seems to 
produce the desired results when formu- 
lated to meet the conditions of each indi- 
vidual case, which conditions can be as- 
certained early in the disease by our mod- 
ern methods of diagnosis. For this rea- 
son it cannot be prepared in a set form- 
ula and placed upon the market for pro- 
miscuous use, but must be prepared to 
meet the conditions of the case in hand 
and modified to suit the conditions from 
time to time. 

Before giving up the practice of medi- 
cine for bacteriologic and biologic work, 
I treated many cases of tuberculosis in 
man with fairly good results. The ma- 


jority of my selected cases are apparently 
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well; others were much benefited, and 


the worst (hopeless) cases improved. 
The few cases I submit are about aver- 
age ones:

I removed almost the 
entire radius which was badly honey- 
combed, placed him on injections of Tu- 
berculocide with general tonics—recov- 
ery was rapid. He is now a fine speci- 
men of manhood with very good use of 
hand and arm. 

Mr. J. H. H., aged 23, came under 
my care July, 1897, with tuberculosis of 
bowels, complicated with involvement of 
the apices of both lungs (some cough and 
expectoration) and a tubercular orchitis 
of the right testicle which rapidly extend- 
ed to the left. All other symptoms of 
general infection were present. Patient 
had never had gonorrhea. Kept him in

rivative, Heroin. Many articles have 
appeared in medical literature during the 
last two years lauding this new agent, 
and doubtless much can be truthfully said 
in its favor, but some who have written 
in its praise seem to have been misled 
by the claim of its promoters, that even 
its prolonged use does not result in the 
formation of a habit. 

When we consider the fact that heroin 
is a morphine derivative, being the dia- 
cetyl of morphine, and that in this form 
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even probable that in some cases nature 
in forming the cicatricial tissue in the 
healing of tubercular lesions may encap- 
sulate a focus of bacilli which may re- 
main so for years without giving rise 
to clinical symptoms; and then, from 
whatever cause, as long fatiguing jour- 
neys, over-exertion, business worry, ex- 
posure, late hours, etc., set up an irrita- 
tion causing the encapsulating membrane 
to be penetrated and widespread re-infec- 
tion may occur. This remains to be seen. 
In the treatment of all cases the specific 
treatment for the microbic complications 
should be resorted to, as well as appro- 
priate tonics, toning up the nervous sys- 
This 
includes hygiene, hydrotherapy, dietetics, 
medication and inhalants. The local con- 
ditions of the nose and throat should al- 
ways have the most careful attention.

THE HEROIN HABIT; ANOTHER CURSE. 

By Geo. E. Pettey, M. D.

it retains almost all of the properties of 
the salt from which it is derived, it does 
not seem reasonable that such a claim 
could be well founded. It is strange that 
such a claim should mislead any one or 
that there should be found among the 
members of our profession those who 
would reiterate and accentuate it without 
first subjecting it to the most critical 
tests, but such is the fact. 

Dr. S. A. Johnson, of Nevada, Mo., 
writing in the Kansas City Medical Jour- 
nal for May, 1901, says: “Drs. Brown 
and Tompkins, resident physicians of 
Howard Hospital, Philadelphia, em- 
ployed heroin hydrochlorate, chiefly by 
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Strvchnine, potent for stimulation, good for 
so manv things, has replaced quinine in the 
hands of the lazy doctor. 


Habitual stimulus is not a desirable thing, 
and strychnine being preferable to alcohol does 
not excuse the strychnine habit. 
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hypodermic injection, in fifty cases as 
an analgesic and hypnotic after gyneco- 
logical operations. In all but seven cases 
the drug acted promptly, without produc- 
ing nausea, contraction of the pupils or 
constipation. They failed to find any 
idiosyncrasy for the drug or any risk of 
habituation. 

Dr. M. B. Ahlborn, of Wilkes Barre, 
Pa., writing in the N. Y. Med. Jour. of 
August 3rd, 1901, advises heroin in the 
treatment of the morphine habit and says: 
“There seems to be no craving for heroin 
awakened by its continued use.” 

Drs. J. Pawinski and Z. Adelt, in Die 
Heilkunde for January, 1901, in treat- 
ing a series of cases of gastric hyperes- 
thesia say: “We were afraid to resort to 
morphine on account of the risk of habit- 
uation, but notwithstanding that we em- 
ployed heroin for some time no sign of 
chronic intoxication or habituation could 
be noticed.” 

Dr. E. H. Sickler, New Baltimore, 
Mich., writing in the Medical Age for 
January, 1902, in reporting three neu- 
rotic cases says of heroin: “Its continued 
administration does not give rise to any 
craving.” Of one of these cases he says: 
“T have used this remedy in her case 
with the best results and have obviated 
any risk 
habit.” 

Dr, E. Y. Johnson, of Louisville, Ky., 
in American Practitioner and News for 
December, 1901, says of heroin: “Ex- 
cept in rare cases of indiosyncrasy, it 
does not constipate, does not dimin- 
ish_ the 


of forming a pernicious drug 


does not 
cause sick stomach, and last and most 
important of all, does not cause habit of 
using it.” He also says that heroin “‘giv- 
en to a morphine habitue in place of the 
usual drug satisfies the craving and seems 


urinary secretion, 
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to destroy it finally without any longing 
for the new drug.” 

These opinions are evidently based 
upon a very limited experience with this 
drug. In the fifty cases where Drs. 
Brown and Tompkins used it after gyn- 
ecological operations, it is not stated how 
long they use it continuously in any 
case, but from the very nature of these 
cases it is not reasonable to suppose that 
it was needed longer than a few days or 
a week or so in any case and even mor- 
phine might be used continuously for that 
length of time without formation of a 
habit. Their failure to find “any risk 
of habituation” does not establish any- 
thing, but their statement to. that effect 
is calculated to mislead the unthinking. 

In one of Dr. Sickler’s cases his clin- 
ical notes show that he gave the drug 
five days in succession and then discon- 
tinued it. In another he says it was used 
a “few days.” This limited experience 
seems to be the foundation upon which 
he makes the broad statement that its 
“continued use does not result in habit- 
uation.” 

Dr. Johnson makes the same declara- 
tion, but does not give any idea of the 
length of time he had used it in any case 
Drs. Pawinski and 
Adelt are equally non-specific as to the 


continuously. 


length of time they gave the drug in any 
case, but say no sign of habituation could 
be noticed. 

These and similar teachings have led 
many persons to use this drug freely and 
without proper precaution. Others have~ 
attempted to cure themselves of the mor- 
phine habit by substituting heroin for 
morphine only to find themselves addict- 
ed to another drug which they were no 
better able to leave off then they were 
the first. 
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The person who forms the strychnine habit 
may get to feel as well as he or she would with 
proper habits. 


The constant stimulation with strychnine or 
any other drug must wear out the vitality and 
shorten life at last. 
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I am prepared to say that the pro- 
longed use of heroin does result in the 
formation of a habit and that when that 
habit is formed it is to all intents and 
purposes the opium habit. 

In the last one hundred and fifty drug- 
habit cases coming under my care, eight 
have been addicted to the use of heroin. 
Three of these were initial habits, the 
patient not having before been addicted 
to the use of any drug. In one of the 
other cases the patient had been addict- 
ed to the use of morphine but had been 
cured of the habit. Several months af- 
ter she was taken off morphine she un- 
derwent a surgical operation which was 


Her 


surgeon not wishing to take the risk of 


followed by considerable pain. 
re-forming the morphine by the use of 
that drug, administered small doses of 
heroin, hypodermically, three or four 
times a day for a period of three weeks. 
At the end of this time, the pain having 
subsided, an effort was made to discon- 
tinue this drug, but the patient suffered 


from many of the symptoms that usually 
attend the withdrawal of morphine and 
The admin- 
istration was continued for three weeks 


the effort was abandoned.

The other four cases were morphine 
users who had substituted heroin for 
morphine with the idea that they were 
curing themselves of the habit, but after 
the substitution was made they were un- 
able to leave off the heroin.

initial habit, heroin was taken for the re- 
lief of a frequently recurring headache. 
At first, it was only necessary to take a 
dose two or three times a week, but soon 
the attacks became more frequent and of- 
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The use of any drug habitually is unnatural 
and must eventually work an injury to the 
one who so uses it. 
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ten, one dose of the drug did not give 
relief. At these times the dose was re- 
peated until relief was obtained. 

This continued for a period of six 
months. By the end of this time the 
headache would recur whenever the ef- 
fects of the heroin wore off, making it 
necessary to keep constantly under its in- 
fluence. 

Repeated efforts were made bv this 
patient, to discontinue the heroin, but in 
every instance her suffering would be- 
come so severe that a return to the drug 
The com- 
plained of at these times were very simi- 


was necessary. symptoms 
lar to those commonly met upon the 
withdrawal of morphine. 

In the case of Dr. M. J.. another of the 
three initial habit cases, heroin was taken 
in combination with other remedies for 
the relief of inflammatory rheumatism in 
doses of 1-6 of a grain from three to six 
times a dav for a period of four months, 
At the end of this time, the rheumatic 
symptoms having disappeared it was dis- 
continued. About twelve hours from the 
time the last dose was taken the patient 
began to feel ill-at-ease and in a few 
more he was distinctly 


hours nervous 


and uncomfortable, was having chilly 
sensations with pain in limbs and back, 
colicky pains in abdomen, profuse sweat- 
ing, rapid and weak pulse with difficult 
breathing. These symptoms continued 
and grew more marked and at the end of 
24 hours a neighboring physician was 
called. He attributed the symptoms to 
the withdrawal of the heroin and admin- 
istered strychnia and other stimulants 
with the hope of giving relief but with 
little benefit. He urged the patient to 
stand the suffering and not to resort to 
the use of heroin or other form of opiate, 


which he endeavored to do, but by the 
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_ The best way to insure long and enjoyable 
life is to live right.. mentally, morally and 
physically. Learn how. 
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end of the next twelve hours, 36 hours 
from the last dose of heroin, the suffer- 
ing was so great and the patient was in 
such a state of collapse that the physician 
attending felt compelled to resort to the 
use of an opiate to relieve the suffering 
and restore the patient. One-half grain 
of morphine was given and repeated in 
45 minutes. Within half an hour from 
that time all abstinence symptoms had 
subsided and patient was entirely com- 
fortable. Nonarcotism followed the admin- 
istration of this quantity of morphine. 

This experience convinced both the pa- 
tientand his physician thathe was a victim 
of the opium habit and they then began an 
effort to get him out of it by gradual 
reduction. The same difficulties were met 
as in the gradual withdrawal of mor- 
phine and the undertaking ended in fail- 
ure. The use of heroin, 1-3 of a grain 
four times a day, was then continued for 
six months. At the end of this time the 
patient applied to me for treatment for 
the habit. The drug had then been taken 
altogether twelve months. He did not 
appear so emaciated or anemic as one 
who had taken morphine for the same 
length of time, but otherwise I could see 
no difference in him and one using mor- 
phine, except that there was swelling of 
the feet and ankles each day and of the 
face and upper extremities at night. His 
heart was sound, his kidneys were acting 
normally and the urine contained no al- 
bumin. I am unable to account for the 
swelling of the extremities unless it was 
due to the effects of heroin. It disap- 
peared during the treatment for the habit 
and did not return. 

Mrs. W. B. C., another of the cases of 
primary habit, was one in which 1-16 to 
I-12 of a grain of heroin had been given 
every four to six hours for relief of 
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cough in incipient phthisis. At first, 
doses of this size gave almost complete 
relief, from a cough that had been stub- 
born and harassing, but as the patient 
became accustomed to the effects of the 
drug it became necessary to increase the 
dose to get the same effects. By the end 
of the fourth month 1-6 of a grain was 
four to six

This was continued 
with other treatment by which the pa- 
tient’s condition was very much improved 
and by the end of the seventh month 
from the beginning of the use of heroin 
the cough had almost disappeared and 
the patient was in a fair physical condi- 
tion, but it was found necessary to con- 
tinue the heroin for the relief of other 
symptoms which became prominent when 
the usual dose of heroin was omitted. 
These were general malaise, restlessness, 
nervousness, wakefulness, loss of appe- 
tite, etc. The physician noticing the ap- 
pearance of these symptoms every time 
a few doses of the heroin were omitted 
began to fear that his patient had become 
addicted to a drug habit and decided to 
put the matter to a test. He ordered 
the heroin discontinued altogether. At 
his next visit, 24 hours later he found 
that his patient had not slept during the 
preceding night, that she was extremely 
nervous and restless, was nauseated, had 
colicky pains in abdomen, clammy sweats 
with rigors, aching of legs and back and 
the cough, which had hardly been notice- 
able for the past two months had again 


become troublesome, but was not attend- 
ed by any expectoration. 


The next 24 hours was spent in an 
effort to allay these symptoms by various 
palliatives withotit resort to an opiate, but 
At the end of this time

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The choice of evils leads to the substitution 
of strychnine for alcoholic intoxicants when- 
ever possible. 


Strychnine will not shorten the life as much 
as alcohol, nor render the user a burden to 
the community. 
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nounced and a diarrhea had set up that 
was taxing the patient’s strength. Her 
physician, recognizing these symptoms as 
those attending the withdrawal of an 
opiate and finding that other remedies 
did not relieve them, called me to see the 
case with a view to having her treated 
for the opium habit. 

Physical examination showed a cavity 
of considerable size in the upper part of 
the left lung with dullness at the apex of 
the right. 

Although 
slight, microscopical examination showed 


expectoration ‘was very 
the presence of tubercular bacilli in large 
numbers. 

Under these circumstances it was evi- 
dent that the patient could not derive any 
permanent benefit from treatment for the 
habit, in fact, I felt confident that she 
would live longer and be more comforta- 
ble if the heroin were continued than if it 
were withdrawn, and I so advised. 

While in this case no harm was done 
by the prolonged administration of her- 
oin, in fact the patient was materially ben- 
efited by it, but that does not alter the fact 
that she was made a confirmed opium 
habitue by its administration. At the 
present time she is as much dependent 
upon her doses of heroin for her com- 
fort and well-being as any morplwne hab- 
itueison his accustomed dose of that drug. 

In the four cases in which the heroin 
habit was formed as a substitute for the 
morphine habit all the parties were using 
morphine in a limited quantity, two to six 
grains per day. No difficulty was ex- 
perienced in substituting heroin for mor- 
phine. The latter drug gave quite as 
much comfort, and all of them said they 
slept more naturally while taking heroin 
than when taking morphine, and while 
they did not feel any stimulation from the 


God does not create things uselessly. In- 
vestigate the other members of the strychnine 
group, brucine, thebaine, etc. 
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heroin they missed the dose when it was 
omitted just as much as they did their 
morphine. All said that they were un- 
able after repeated and diligent trial to 
discontinue its use. 

When the first case of heroin habit ap 
plied to me for treatment, having some 
regard for the claims of its promoters, 
and for those who had written in its 
praise, I thought it probable that the 
habit was only mental, and that the drug 
might be withdrawn without treatment. 
Accordingly, I put the patient on a place- 
bo treatment, discontinued the drug and 
did not 
have to wait long or in vain. Within 
18 hours from the time the last dose of 
heroin was given, the patient was ex- 
tremely restless and nervous and was 
aching from head to foot. Had colicky 
pains in bowels, was nauseated, heart’s 
action rapid and feeble, in fact, all the 
symptoms usually attending the with- 
drawal of morphine were present to a 
greater or lesser degree. 

Seeing that the patient could not stand 
the withdrawal of the drug under that 
kind of treatment without undue suffer- 
ing and risk, I put her on the same treat- 
ment I use for the morphine habit.

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tient kept comfortable by the administra- 
tion of hyoscine for a period of thirty-six 
hours and then all medication discontin- 
ued. This resulted in the entire break- 
ing up of the habit and restoring the pa- 
tient to a comfortable condition. 

The other cases were treated in the 
same manner and in every case the pa- 
tient was freed from all craving or de- 
sire for the drug and was relieved of all 
those nervous and painful symptoms at- 
tendant upon the withdrawal of a nar- 
cotic drug without treatment. 

The essential pathology of the mor- 
phine habit is a state of profound auto- 
toxemia which is induced by that drug. 
It interferes to a greater or lesser degree 
with the working of every eliminating 
organ and thus forces the retention of 
poisonous excrementitious matter with 
which the system becomes saturated. As 
compared to morphine, heroin does not 
so greatly impair the working of the 
excretory organs, but it does retard their 
action to a considerable extent. This be- 
ing true it simply requires a longer time 
for heroin to so disorder the system as to 
bring about this pathological condition— 
autotoxemia—to the same degree, but 
when it is produced either by morphine 
or heroin, the condition is the same and 
the habit is fully established. When this 
condition is reached, the victim is as 
helplessly in the grasp of heroin as he 
would be enslaved to morphine if that 
drug were being used. 


Me Me 
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In addition to heroin having an elec- 
tive action on the bronchial mucous mem- 
brane, it has the anodyne, analgesic and 
hypnotic properties of the other opium 
preparations. 

In my experience it differs from mor- 
phine in the following particulars: It 
has very little if any of the primary 
stimulating effect of morphine, it is more 
prompt and certain as an hypnotic, less 
powerful and less prompt as a pain re- 
liever. It does not so greatly impair 
digestion or assimilation or interfere with 
secretion or excretion to the same ex- 
tent. I have not observed either primary 
or secondary nausea from its use. It 
does not so quickly or so fully arrest 
peristalsis or produce constipation to the 
same degree, but it does arrest per- 
istalsis, cause constipation, lessen  se- 
cretion and excretion, and interfere with 
the nutritive function to a hurtful degree 
and its prolonged administration does re- 
sult in the formation of the opium habit. 

When an opiate is to be used for any 
considerable length of time, heroin is 
preferable to morphine, because it can be 
used for a greater length of time without 
formation of the habit and it does not so 
quickly injure the general health of the 
patient, but the same precautions should 
be exercised in its use as in the use of the 
other opium preparations. Be not de- 
ceived, it is an opiate.

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TYPHOID FEVER AND ITS TREATMENT. 
By Charles A. Trumbauer, M. D. 


HAVE been in the practice of 
medicine since March, ’97. The 
work I have done has been done 
conscientiously and with the best 
judgment and ability I possess. I have 


tried to have ever uppermost in my mind 
and heart the comfort and welfare of 
my patient. Hobbies, I do not know that 
I have had; if I have had one, typhoid 


fever has been it. I have never allowed 
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The paroxysms of spasmodic asthma are re- 
lieved by glonoin more speedily than by any 
other antispasmodic known. 


In puerperal convulsions the quick action of 
glonoin relaxes the spasm and lets in the other 
remedies quicker.

an article or opinion in medical journals 
(or outside) on typhoid fever to pass by 
unrecognized, even down to an apparent- 
ly insignificant advertising leaflet. 

I do not and never have believed ty- 
phoid fever to be a self-limited, uncon- 
trollable disease, running a certain defi- 
nite course; that we have to sit by, ig- 
norant and helpless, beholding its con- 
quest of devastation and death, not able 
even to give a justfiable reason, more 
than superficially symptomatic, for what 
we are supposed and advised to do for 
our patient. 

I do not know who to specifically credit 
for my views, but feel profoundly grate- 
ful to all who may have lent a helping 
hint to the growth and establishment of 
the faith that is in me. During the first 
year of my practice I followed the teach- 
ing of my former instructors and the 
dictation of my text-book authorities, in 
the treatment of the few cases of typhoid 
fever I was called upon to look after, 
not having the courage to put to the 
test my own ideas, in the face of so 
many witnesses to the contrary. 

I lost one case, and was about to lose 
another just across the street ; my patient 
had wasted to skin and bone, in spite of 
tonics, milk, beef-juice, raw eggs and 
old rye. The extreme weakness, sunken 
eyes, pinched nose, sordesed teeth, dry 
rusty tongue and lips, and stupid almost 
inaudible delirium, spoke plainly of death. 
There was practically no tympanites. The 
bowels were loose, but had a heavy, 
doughy feel. I could not think of losing 
this case so soon after the other, and 
said to the boy’s mother, who was a 
widow: “I have done my very best for 
your boy, but am not gaining anything. 
Let me make you two propositions ; call 
in any good physician you please, and 
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satisfy yourself that we are doing our 
very best for your boy, or let me go 
to work and use small doses of sulpho- 
carbolate of zinc, and small well-diluted 
doses of salts, alternately, at short inter- 
vals, until we have thoroughly flushed 
out his bowels. This,” I said, “so late in 
the disease, is not according to medical 
orthodoxy, and I have never taken such 
a step, but I believe it will help to break 
this stupid delirium, etc. If his symp- 
toms become worse at any time, or if he 
is no better in twelve hours, I am willing 
to acknowledge myself outdone.” She re- 
plied: “If in your judgment, that is the 
best course, do as you wish; I am satis- 
fied thus far with what you have done.” 

One 1-grain tablet sulphocarbolate of 
zinc was given, and in fifteen minutes 
one-half teaspoonful of Epsom salts, dis- 
solved in one-third of a glass of water, 
and these continued at fifteen-minute al- 
ternations until the bowels began to act.

lowing days I gave him, besides heart-

There was no more delirium, the mus- 
cle-twitching subsided, and the rapidity 
of my patient’s progress in every way 
was marvelous. With many, intestinal 
antiseptics would get all the credit; I 
give the antiseptics all due credit, but the 
Epsom and Rochelle salts, with the 
abundance of water, in my estimation 
saved my patient. Thus I have con- 
tinued, with slight variation here and

ing. The heavily furred tongue, sor- 
desed teeth and lips, may be avoided by 
careful, daily cleansing. The aconitine 
takes the tension off the arteries and ar- 
terioles; this relieves blood-pressure in 
deeper vessels, promotes surface circula- 
tion and radiation, producing circulatory 
and temperature equilibrium, and greatly 
increases the utility of the baths. The 
gelseminine quiets any anxiety on the 
part oi the patient, aids the aconitine ef- 
fect, and with the hyoscyamine guards 
against spasmodic muscular action, holds 
up the general nervous and circulatory 
balance, giving every organ in the body 


as much freedom ffor natural, unre-

strained function as possible. If we fail 
in our efforts to abort the disease, and 
the patient begins to need support, we 
drop gelseminine and hyoscyamine using 
the aconitine with digitalin and strych- 
nine arsenate, every one, two or three 
hours, according to indications and ef- 
fect. The idea then is antiseptics to be 
sure, but thorough, careful and continued 
elimination to be a little more sure. 

This, then, for the daily use of smal! 
doses of salines in large quantities of 
water: 

1. The antiseptics are brought in con- 
tact with the entire bowel tract; other- 
wise (even with colonic flushing) the an- 
tiseptics may come in contact with only 
a very short section of bowel, during 
two, three or more days. 

2. It clears out the accumulated and 
continually accumulating infected and in- 
fecting material, at least once in every 
twenty-four hours, which if done early, 
carefully thoroughly, will often 
bring about resolution before the stage 
of ulceration is reached, aborting the dis- 
ease. 

3. It lessens toxic and bacterial ab- 
sorption, preventing involvement of areas 
and glands as yet not infected, besides 
making drainage room for inflamed, ul- 
cerating or sloughing glands, preventing 
deeper necrosis, sloughing and perfora- 
tion. 

4. It keeps up the volume of the fluids 


and 


of the body, flushing every nook and cor- 
ner of the system; cools, soothes and 
nourishes every eliminating gland and 
organ. It prevents the effects of accum- 
ulated toxins (delirium, etc.), the ex- 
tremes of temperature and the extremes 
of emaciation.

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Every form of colic has spasmodic contrac- 
tion of the muscular fibers and this is relieved 
by glonoin. 


The cold stage of ague and other chills may 
be cut short by glonoin given till the spasm 
of the skin relaxes.

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ORGANIZED WATER AS A FOOD. 
By John Uri Lloyd, M. D. 


Read before the Meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Association, September, 1902. 


The author ventures to present herewith a line of thought that his study of the organic materia medica 


involving life structure has convinced him is essential to their proper comprehension. 


The subject is touched 


in a general way only and but lightly, because in such a case as this it is best to leave specific points to the 
reflective deliberations of those whom such reasonings may attract. 


OME years ago a professional 
friend declined a dish of soup, 
stating that he did not care to 
load his stomach with so much 

water in order to obtain the trifling 
amount of nourishment it contained. 
Shortly after this, the writer listened to 
an able paper read before the Cincinnati 
Section of the American Chemical So- 
ciety on the subject of “Foods,” and in 
this paper was struck by the fact that 
the nutrient value of the respective foods 
was determined through consideration of 
materials absolutely free from water, 
which brought to his mind the observa- 


tion of the professional friend before al- 
luded to. 

Without a doubt the majority of peo- 
ple accept that the function of water in 
food substances is that of a solvent only, 
or as an inactive vehicle provinced only 
They 
believe that the object of water as a

Water is not seriously con- 
sidered in the light of an integral part 
of food by any one, such solid substances 
as starch, sugar and nitrogenous and fat- 
ty tissues being usually cited as the con- 
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The weak or fatty heart, especially of the 
aged is relieved by glonoin which eases the 
stiffened arteries. 


In cirrhotic or interstitial nephritis glonoin 
relaxes the arterial tension and prevents car- 
diac hypertrophy. 
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structive and heat-producing agents. Our 
works on digestion and on general phy- 
siology state that most foods are three- 
fourths water, and the human _ body, 
bones included, over two-thirds water. 
but yet consider water irrelevant as a 
nutrient. The upbuilding and tearing 
down of tissue, the production of salts 
and products of disintegration, both nor- 
mal and abnormal, are studied solely 
from the basis of molecular change, in 
which nitrogen, hydrogen, carbon and 
oxygen play their respective parts as 
such. 

With this thought in mind, let us for a 
moment consider the part of water as an 
organizing structural agent in certain 
salts, because many inorganic crystals de- 
pend for their form and structure on 
water of crystallization. But, it may vet 
be argued, after having gone through the 
list and studied their various deport- 
ments, that crystals are dead structures ; 
organic bodies are now the subject of 
discussion. 

Take, then, the jelly fish, that trans- 
parent, quivering, vitalized something, 
shaped after laws as uniform in action 
as a mathematically-made creation can 
be. It possesses the power of voluntary 
action and lives upon structures seem- 
ingly much higher in life’s scale; has the 
power of attacking the higher animals, 
and possesses in itself an individuality 
that renders it a living, moving creature. 
On being dried it almost disappears, leav- 
ing a film of varnish possessed of so little 
solid matter as to disturb the thought of 
one who attempts to argue that the water 
of this creature is simply water of asso- 
ciation, devoid of any other quality than 
that of ordinary water. 

Consider some species of fungi that 
spring up in a night and in the sun the 
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next day dry to bare fragments of them- 
selves. In their natural condition these 
water-structures partake not only of the 
attributes of their respective species, but 
are most marvelously exact in every de- 
tail, possessing qualities that seemingly 
forbid the thought that the great mass of 
water present is simply a carrier of insig- 
nificant amounts of solid matter. 

The cabbage, the apple, the fruits of 
our orchards, the vegetables of our gar- 
dens, contain in all cases an enormous 
amount of water, if we consider the fluid 
part of the mysterious liquids present in 
vital juice and organic structure as sim- 
ply water. Here we are confronted with 
conditions in which relationships between 
the large amount of water and the small 


amount of solid are such as to tolerate 
the view that this water of combination 
may be a something very different from 


pure water, or water obtained by tissue 
destruction. With such complex exam- 
ples in mind, we are led consistently to 
inquire whether such dishes as soups and 
other aqueous liquids, and water-bear- 
ing or water-assimilating foods, can, as 
tissue-feeders, be in themselves anything 
beyond simple solutions of solid matters 
in water. 

In order to make a nourishing soup it 
is not alone necessary to mix water and 
solid material. Good soup of complex 
composition requires for its production 
a certain amount of manipulation, such as 
boiling, seasoning, and cooking. These 
processes are purely physico-chemical, 
and productive of numerous dissociation 
and combination products. 

The question is, has the water that is 
used in the making of a soup, by the ac- 
tion of heat, simply dissolved certain salts 
and tissues, or has it combined with or- 
ganic constituents in a way that will 
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The administration of glonoin with elaterium 
has proved quite beneficial in some cases of 
myxedema. 


In cerebral ischemia, otherwise anemia, the 
administration of glonoin gives instantaneous 
relief for a few moments. 
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make a nourishing liquid or a series of 
water combinations, in which water ex- 
ists, it is true, but with altered qualities? 

Nitrogenous food becomes a supporter 
of nutrition in a manner impossible in a 
case of pure nitrogen, which is not avail- 
able as food and cannot be assimilated 
Carbon, as carbon, pure and 
Hydrogen 


as such. 
simple, is useless as a food. 
serves its purpose as a food only when 
in combination. These three bodies are 
constituents of food, and when obtained 
by destruction of flesh and fat, are cited 
by food theorists as a basis for calculat- 
ing food values. Yet in a state of isola- 
tion, they are not available as foods. 
Only when combined with water, or by 
means of water, do they become tissue- 
builders or heat-producers, and of this 
fact the analyst takes no account what- 
ever beyond a bare reference to the pres- 
ence of water as such. However, the ob- 
ject of the writer is not in any way to 
oppose the work that has given us the 
values of these elements as such, in nu- 
trition. These investigations need not be 
disturbed, nor need the vital importance 
of these elements, even if full credit be 
given the province of the water mole- 
cule. 

Nations widely separated may thrive 
upon food structures unknown to each 
other, but never does man or animal dis- 
with water of combination, and 
most animals must drink water as well as 


pense 
eat it. This fact of observation brings 
us to the question before intimated, as 
to whether it is possible for liquid foods 
or foods hydrated during the process of 
mastication and digestion, to be possessed 
of chemical characters as yet outside the 
equation of our known chemical equiva- 
lents? In other words, do undetermined 
molecular combinations that ensue dur- 
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ing cooking, as well as mastication, 
create complex, nutritive water struc- 
tures, capable of carrying their qualities 
to the tissues they finally reach and nour- 
ish by reason of their easily alterable 
structures ? 

We call water driven off in the drying 
of fruit or food of any kind, water of 
separation. May it not be rather the re- 
sult of structural molecular decomposi- 
tion? In the cooking of dry foods we 
not only change their structures as re- 
gards relationships of solid constituents, 
but add thereto the qualities that com- 
bined water gives under conditions as vet 
obscure. 
and fruits. 


The same is true of vegetables 

Should we not look on such 
water, necessary as it is to life, digestion, 
and tissue replacement, as an integral 
part of food, instead of simply a carrier 
of food? It is indeed probable that the 
student of dietetics must soon broaden his 
field and consider foods in their structu- 
ral entirety, rather than from their analy- 
tically created ultimates. The method of 
the analyst now is to first kill the animal 
or vegetable, then destroy the tissue, then 
disrupt the molecules. The final result 
gives him inorganic elements and a few 
characteristic chemical structures, on 
which he bases his tables concerning food 
valuations. Is this just, in the light of 
what we know concerning the province 
of vitalized structures as a whole; is it 
rational, in the light of what we know 
concerning the worthlessness of chemical 


elements in foods? Is it not more ra- 
tional to accept that the exceptional value 
of albumin and other nutrients, as typical 
foods, rests on the water compounds so 
nearly in accord with tissues craving just 
such vitalized water-bearing structures? 

But to pass to a point beyond molecu- 
lar water itself, which in both crystal 
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In intense chlorosis glonoin gives prompt re- 
lief and the improved nutrition of the brain 
causes general improvement. 


In all neuralgias associated with anemia 
glonoin relieves the paroxysm and cuts the at- 
tack short, and very quickly. 
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and colloid tissue is capable of expulsion 
by desiccation. When organic matter is 
perfectly dried, a considerable portion of 
the residue is found to be composed of 
elements that might have been derived 
from, or subsequently might be combined 
into, water. Take from desiccated tis- 
sues the elements that might have come 
from water dissociation, and compara- 
tively speaking, we have but a small 
amount of residue. 

Consider the soups, custards, gelatin, 
pies, fleshes, fish and fruits of all kinds, 
and even bread, which contain in them- 
selves enormous amounts of water, in 
most cases the larger share of their 
weight being water, and observe the com- 
position of the solid materials that re- 
main after they are dried. These, too, 
are found to be made up of elements that 
in themselves may have been derived from 
water—fragments, we may say they are, 
of broken water molecules. 

Consider the carbohydrates, dry as 
dust, sugar being typical of these, in 
which the elements of water are combined 


with carbon in the very proportions nec- 


essary to form water. The largest 
amount possible of a water-producing 
compound (pulverulent water), is here 
artfully stored in contact with the great 
combustible carbon. We have series of 
food solids, differing only in the propor- 
tion of water present (sugar, starch, glu- 
cose, etc.), and that many combinations 
of one substance and water in different 
proportions exist, is shown when we con- 
sider series of hydrated salts exemplified 
by such bodies as the crystalline man- 
ganese and sodium sulphates, etc., etc. 
We should not suspect that such have an 
existence but for the fact that as definite 
water compounds, they assume a visible 
form and become sensible to sight and 
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touch. But of the liquid outreaches con- 
nected with changes in colloidal meta- 
morphosis, we know next to nothing. If 
this shading of compounds, differing only 
in water component, is true of such ele- 
mentary salts and solid foods, may not 
water be combined in an untold number 
of liquid organic structures that are as 
yet invisible, uncrystallizable, unreach- 
able to our senses as organized bodies ? 

In a time 
to come it may be clearly seen that stu- 
dents of food and digestion have not giv- 
en sufficient prominence to the one thing 


But enough for the present. 


that supports life, governs life, nourishes 
life, that feeds all structures, that con- 
stitutes the larger share of all organic 
tissues, but that strangely enough in it- 
self is now viewed as a carrier only of 
something else. 

We feel justified in anticipating that 
the immediate future will give a more ex- 
tended than the circumscribed 
atomic theory affords, which to this date, 
as a stepping-stone, has served the world 


view 


well. Shall we then perceive that the 
vitalized water of organized water-bear- 
ing foods, and the combined water of 
such foods as carbohydrates and fats, are 
the foundations of the real foods for tis- 
sues, affiliating other materials, such as 
nitrogen, carbon, hydrogen, necessary in 
their field, but subject to the dominating 
agent, water? Organic chemistry has 
been defined as a study of the migrations 
of the carbon atom. May we not antici- 
pate that organic structures will then be 
defined as products of the migration of 
the water molecule? 

Possibly the makers of food products 
of the future will give less attention to 
analytical values concerning dead ele- 
ments and more to vitalized and vitaliz- 


ing structures in which available water is 
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In hypochondria the hyperemia of the brain 
caused by a full dose of glonoin is of con- 
siderable advantage.

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conspicuous. Possibly it behooves us 
even now to ask if a closer inquiry into

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TYPHOID FEVER: MY TREATMENT FOR THE SUMMER. 
By A. L. Blesh, M. D. 


TAKE it that in a journal so 

practical as the Cuinic, the 

above caption will not be mis- 

construed into an assumption 
of undue egotism. Here we will meet to- 
gether, great and humble, and each gives 
his own experience; hence the pronoun 
“T” is necessarily often used. 

In modern text-book writing, the ear- 
nest searcher after ways and means to 
assist his patient along the way to recov- 
ery, finds little enough that is positive, 
that is helpful. The most fastidious lit- 
erary connoisseur can find no fault with 
stvle or rhetoric; the scientific, no fault 
with etiology or pathology; but alas! 
when ‘it comes to therapeusis—the real 
function of a doctor—we are fed on 
husks until our bellies are full to burst- 
ing. So from this standpoint it becomes 
very important for the greatest of us to 
learn how the least of us do things. 


Facts are no respecters of persons. [ 


would rather know how the humblest 
country practitioner does things ; how he 
relieves his patients of suffering, than to 
read ever so many pages of Prof. Big- 
Medicine-Man’s very finely elucidated 
opinions, however erudite and rhetorical- 
ly they may be couched. 

sut to return to the subject matter of 
this paper, how I treat typhoid fever: 

From my point of view typhoid fever 
presents three elements of danger, shorn 
of which, it ceases to be a dread malady. 
These are, autointoxication and toxemia, 


hemorrhage, intestinal perforation by a 
typhoid ulcer. 

Eliminate the first of these and a long 
train of symptoms, which go together to 
make up the clinical and at the same time 
classical picture of typhoid fever, disap- 
pears; and with it the greatest danger 
also. If we cannot eliminate it entirely, 
the more nearly we can approach that 
ideal condition the better success we will 
have. That ideal result accomplished 
and typhoid fever will cease to be. 

But, because we cannot render the in- 
testinal tract as sterile as the bacteriol- 
ogist does his test tube, is no reason at 
all for us to rise up and declare our dis- 
belief in all medication having this pur- 
pose in view. A little assistance in this 
direction will vouchsafe surprising re- 
sults. 

The first step in the accomplishment of 
intestinal cleanliness is effectual intes- 
tinal drainage. Without this primary 
condition any degree of asepsis is an im- 
possible dream. To begin with, the mind 
must be divested of the old dictum that 
“a constipated bowel is a safeguard’ in 
typhoid fever. In reality, truth lies at 
the opposite pole. The older practition- 
ers feared the intractable diarrhea of ty- 
phoid, hence the dictum above quoted. 
The fact is that a constipated bowel pre- 
disposes to this very thing. Nature re- 
volts at the de¢omposing stinking mass 
within, and in a last desperate effort at- 
tempts its removal. 
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In all forms of fainting fits, from cerebral 
anemia, the quickest relief comes from the 
use of glonoin. 


Every form of spasm is relaxed by glonoin. 
Give smallest doses, gr. 1-500 every five min- 
utes by the mouth. 
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The second step in the genesis of in- 
testinal asepsis, or approximate asepsis, 
lies in the administration of non-toxic in- 
testinal antiseptics, of which we have a 
considerable latitude of choice now, in 
quantities sufficient to deodorize the 
stools. We assert this knowingly, and 
not in ignorance of the oft-asserted claim 
that deodorization is not necessarily ster- 
ilization. We also know that all deo- 
dorants are not antiseptics; but knowing 
all this, we yet have the hardihood to as- 
sert that deodorization, so far as the ty- 
phoid stool is concerned, constitutes the 
best available guide in the giving of in- 
testinal antiseptics, and the clinical proof 
—the court of last resort—is not want- 
ing. So, now, as to the means to this 
end. 

No matter in what stage of the disease 
I see my case, no matter if the bowels are 
or are not tympanitic, no matter if they 
are or are not diarrheic, I give cal- 
omel gr. 1-10 every half hour until char- 
acteristic stools appear. To maintain 
the drainage thus begun I sometimes use 
the salines, sometimes cascara sagrada, 
solid extract in tablets 5 gr. each; some- 
times granules of podophyllin gr. 1-6, 
repeated as necessary. 

As soon as the calomel stools appear I 
begin giving the sulphocarbolates, usual- 
ly the W-A Intestinal Antiseptics, in 
dose sufficient to altogether deodorize the 
stools. This can be done with perfect 
safety, no matter how much it requires.

it is given without hesitation, if less will 
answer less is given, but it is wise to be- 
gin with enough. Once get the bowels 
into a state of comparative asepsis and 
it will not prove difficult to maintain 
them so, when the dietary is properly su- 
pervised.

1-134 early. Give a granule with each 
dose of the tablets, not waiting for 
symptoms of heart-failure to supervene, 
but rather bracing up 
against such a disaster. 


and guarding 
It is generally 
quite too late to get anything but tem- 
porary results from strychnine, after 
symptoms of cardiac failure have mani- 
fested themselves. I received my first 
hint as to the true function of strych- 
nine in therapeutics from Shaller’s arti- 
cle on capillary bronchitis, in his invalua- 
ble little guide. 

The treatment outlined thus far will 
accomplish a great deal; there will be 
little if any tympanites, delirium will sel- 
dom be present to any considerable de- 
gree, and muscular twitchings and jac- 
titations—the old subsultus tendinum— 
will be noticeable by their absence. 
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Glonoin is the one remedy that acts more 
promptly when given by the mouth than in- 
jected hypodermically. 


The almost instantaneous action of glonoin 
in opening the blood-vessels is useful to hasten 
the action of other drugs. 
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The disease may not be so much short- 
ened in its course, but it will be shorn 
largely of its terrors. One of the beauti- 
ful things about starting right is that one 
usually ends right—that is to say, evade 
the first of these three dangers and the 
other two as a rule cease to be. 

Since adopting this treatment I have 
never had a severe hemorrhage, and but 
one perforation. The perforation oc- 
curred in a case of walking typhoid, 
whom I began treating in the second 
week, and the perforation occurred in 
the third. Consent to early operation 
could not be secured, and I refused to 
operate on a patient in extremis. 

In the treatment of hemorrhage, the 
usual treatment for internal hemorrhages 
from other organs applies here. Flush 
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the capillaries, give Ergotole in big doses 
and apply cold locally and by high enema. 

The third danger, perforation, can only 
be dealt with successfully by prompt op- 
eration. The death-rate is 100 per cent 
without, and it is possible to save 25 
per cent with early operation. 

A few words as to diet: A glass of 
milk after each dose of intestinal anti- 
septic, day and night; all the water de- 
sired, with fruit juices during convales- 
cence. The diet must be carefully 
watched for many days after convales- 
cence is well established. Lemonade and 
orangeade are permitted throughout. If 
the temperature ascends above 103 it is 
lowered by cold sponge baths, never by 
coal-tar antipyretics.

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HYDRASTININE, ITS PHYSIOLOGIC PROPERTIES AND THERAPEUTIC 
INDICATIONS.

mY DRASTIS Canadensis, Golden 

Seal, belongs to the family of 

Ranunculacee, and grows in 

North America. It is now hard- 

ly ever employed in medicine, being re- 
placed by its alkaloid, hydrastinine. 

The physiologic property of the plant 
can be summed up by saying that it is 
a cardiac tonic, and above all, that it acts 
as an energetic vasoconstrictor of the 
peripheral vessels (vaisseaux). [Query: 
Blood-vessels only ? How about the lym- 
phatics ?—Translator.] The heart-beats 
relax under the influence of the drug in 
consequence of increased blood-pressure. 
[Query: What relaxes? The force of 
the beats, or their number? Let us see: 
When a fluid is driven by a vis a tergo 
through a comparatively relaxed tube, 


power has first to expend itself on the 
walls of the tube to keep them open to 
its full lumen, and the rest of the power 
goes to drive the fluid onward. When, 
therefore, some extraneous power keeps 
the tube fully open, less power is then 
expended by the vis a tergo in driving 
the fluid onward. But if the tube is con- 
tracted by some extraneous power, then 
the vis a tergo would have to exert itself 
more, in order to drive the same quan- 
tity of fluid it did before, through the 
uncontracted tube, in a given time; and 
if the vis a tergo should not exert itself

Has the profession completely forgotten tar- 
tar emetic? Of the first rank as an emetic 
and cardiac sedative. 
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all points of the economy, still it tends 
to localize the maximum of its influence 
in the genital system, particularly in the 
uterus. The property which it possesses 
of diminishing the hyperemia [caused by 
an abnormal condition] of the vasomo- 
tors in the female internal organs of 
generation, a property altogether pe- 
culiar, has made hydrastinine an alto- 
gether special hemostatic, useful at times 
when ergotin fails. 

The physiologic properties of these 
two alkaloids are, for the rest part, not 
the same, and if in some cases they can 
supplement each other or lend themselves 
to a mutual concourse, there are also 
other cases in which they expressly ex- 
clude each other in indication. 

Ergotin acts on the contractility of the 
uterine muscle, and hydrastinine on the 
contractility of the vessels. Ergotin is, 
therefore, above all a special uterine post- 
partum hemostatic, counterindicated in 
the state of gestation. Hydrastinine is a 
special hemostatic of the diseased uterus, 
whether or not in the gravid state. There 
is furthermore.a whole series of cases 
either in the puerperal period or after it, 
when the painful irritability of the dis- 
eased uterus rebels against ergot, whose 
action on the uterine muscles provokes 
painful or injurious contractions. Hy- 
drastinine, on the contrary, in all these 
cases acts only on the vessels, respects 
(spares) uterine irritability, and acts 
nevertheless on the hemorrhage, sup- 
pressing it without impelling painful 
phenomena. 

If there is no hemorrhage, but only a 
hyperemia or a pathologic congestion, it 
is the same, yet that in cases where er- 
got impels pain, hydrastinine acts silent- 
ly without provoking the least pain on 
the part of the uterus. 
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Aside from these special cases the as- 
sociation of hydrastinine with ergotin 
will have the result of accentuating its 
therapeutic action. It can thus be easily 
understood how in various pathological 
conditions of the uterus which are char- 
acterized by congestion, a hyperemia 
more or less intense, of this organ, that 
hydrastinine will render its greatest 
services whether there is or is not a 
hemorrhage present in the case. If there 
had been or if there is a hemorrhage, 
hydrastinine will arrest the current and 
will prevent its recurrence by its con- 
strictive action on the vessels, at the same 
time this constriction will exercise its 


most favorable influence on the conges- 


tive or catarrhal condition of the organ. 

Although we have here in view main- 
ly the antihemorrhagic action of hydras- 
tinine, which is, so to say, its specific

Hydrastinine is, therefore, the special 
medicament against hemorrhages, con- 
gestions, and pathologic inflammations of 
the female genital apparatus. Thus Drs. 
Porach, Houchard and Mendes advise it 
in all catarrhal affections of the uterus

recommends it in all cases of endometri- 


and vagina, even in leucorrhea. 


tis, whether it has not vet undergone sur- 
gical treatment or whether it has and 
been refractory to it. Gynecologists have 
employed hydrastinine successfully in the 
following utero-ovarian affections, which 
we shall enumefate here, and in which 
Mendes, Laroche, Crocq, Porach, and 
Czempin attribute their successes to it. 
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Tartar emetic is a powerful sedative expec- 
torant, for febrile respiratory catarrhs, with 
tight cough, no secretion. 


In the early stages of bronchitis in plethoric 
persons who will insist on eating too much, 
give tartar emetic.

Menorrhagias, simple, without any or- 
ganic lesion (puberty, menopause, also 
hemophily ). 

Metrorrhagias, the same as preceding. 

Hemorrhages after recent births, or in 
consequence of miscarriage from retained 
placental debris, or from incomplete in- 
volution of the uterus. Here the asso- 
ciation of hydrastinine with ergotin will 
give their best results. 

Symptomatic hemorrhage of fibromas, 
myomas, and polyps of the uterus. 

Hemorrhages from acute or chronic 
inflammation of the uterus (metritis, en- 
dometritis ). 

Hemorrhages coming from an active 
or passive congestion of the womb ow- 
ing, as a starting point, to either a path- 
ologic process in the vicinity of the or- 
gan, or to its own retroflexion.

In many women who are subjects of 
lithiasis, it happens after a difficult men- 
struation in their menopause epoch, as a 
uterine reaction, that they suffer from an 
obstinate and painful cystalgia inde- 
pendent of any lesion of the neck of 
the bladder. In such a case the treat- 
ment we recommend is as follows: 

First. Daily baths with starch before 
going to bed. 

Second. Tampons of cotton saturated 
with glycerin and morphine dissolved in 
it, for the vagina. 
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For insomnia with gastric catarrh, tartar 
emetic, gr. 1-67 before each meal, was a pre- 
scription of Dr. Pepper. 
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Third. Outside the painful crisis re- 
place the morphinized tampons with a 
large oval pledget of cotton saturated 
with glycerin (un gros ovule a la glycer- 
ine), whose decongestive action on the 
uterus is very noticeable. (N. B. The 
patient should provide herself.) [This 
“ovule a la glycerine” seems to be a sort 
of a large ready-made suppository. The 
saturated cotton would, as we know, an- 
swer the same purpose.—Translator. ] 

Fourth. Take thirty grains of brom- 
ide of ammonium daily. 

Fifth. Five days before and five days 
after the menses let her take daily from 
ten to twelve granules of hydrastinine. 

Some authors claim to have found hy- 
drastinine inactive. We advise them to 
get their experience from a sample of in- 
contestible purity, and we assure them, 
that if they will give a sufficient and 
physiologic dose they will reverse their 
first judgment. 

The hypodermic administration of this 
drug is very painful and persistingly so, 
and should be avoided if there is no ab- 
solute necessity for it. Per os the dose 
is 5 to 7 granules (Houde’s, of 2 milli- 
grams=e¢r. 1-30 each) in twenty-four 
hours. This dose can be much larger if 
the one mentioned shows itself insuffi- 
cient. The increase is without danger. if 
made gradual. 

In cases of (recurrent) metrorrhagia, 
it is well to begin with the remedy ten 
days before the menstrual period and 
continue with it during the time. In 
metritis and other congestive affections 
of the uterus and ovaries, the remedy is 
to be continued until the desired effect 
is obtained. 

Hydrastinine is a remedy which is en- 
dowed with a certain activity upon which 
both physician and patient have a right

For fighting delirium of early typhoid I once 
had to give tartar emefic gr.

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to depend. It can be continued a long 
time without producing any ill effects.

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IS BRIGHT’'S DISEASE CURABLE?

ARCH, 1808, a middle-aged man 

AN sent from a_ southern state, 
~ where he had been wintering, 
to the writer’s senior and as- 

sociate, Dr. Ephraim Cutter, six spec- 
imens of urine, the examination of 
which resulted in a diagnosis of impend- 
ing Bright’s disease and of scrofula. The 
gentleman went to a large city, was un- 
der the care of an eminent physician for 
five weeks, who contradicted the diag- 
nosis of Bright’s disease; then he was 
treated by another physician of national 
reputation, who examined but one speci- 
men of urine and also negatived Bright’s. 
September, 1898, the sick man, dissat- 
isfied, came to New York. My father 
had not returned from his summer so- 
journ at Buzzard’s Bay, and the case fell 
to me for examination; stayed here one 
week for daily study. Blood somewhat 
rheumatic, free subdermal oil, fat glob- 
ules in leucocytes, and scrofulous. Urine, 
on testing by nitric acid and heat, filled 
full with albumin, which on settling 
would take up half the bulk of the spec- 
imen ; bile present ; under the microscope, 
casts and fatty epithelia were very plen- 
tifully found, also amyloid; slight colloid 
catarrh and more of same in feces. Pa- 
tient distinctly informed of his condition

of Bright’s disease and weak heart, and 
hope given him that he might be relieved ; 
decided to be treated; went to his home, 
four hundred miles distant; thrice week- 
ly sent specimens of urine and feces, and 
of sputum when there was any; the evi- 
dence furnished by study of the last 
showed asthmatic tendencies. 

June, 1899. Seen in Pennsylvania by 
the writer while away at a consultation. 
The urine had meanwhile practically 
cleared of albumin, with great diminu- 
tion of the abnormal morphologies ; blood 
improved; general condition much_bet- 
ter. Treatment continued for another 
year. 

May, 1901. Has come to New York 
for overhauling; a visit of ten days. 
Blood, no rheumatism, but slight traces 
of free fat and scrofula; urine, no al- 
bumin, no fatty epithelia, no amyloid; 
daily examination for the period of visit 
Catarrh of the 
nasal, pharyngeal and urinary tracts, and 


showed but one cast. 
somewhat of the bowels, as shown by the 
colloid discharges. Some days has been 
able to walk eight miles. Had wintered 
in a southern state, and the cold, raw 
weather of the unusual May in this 1901 
has depressed him. Is to be treated at

AUTOTOXEMIA—AUTOINFECTION.

HE word “toxemia” 
signifies poisoning. 
A toxic

This toxemic condi- 
tion may take place suddenly and to an 
alarming and even fatal degree; or it 
may occur insidiously, gradually, almost 


“poisoned” to it. 


imperceptibly, but nevertheless ultimate- 
ly reach the same alarming and _ fatal 
end. 

Whatever element is introduced into 
the living economy which has the power 
to arrest or so modify the normal proc- 
esses of the system as to produce a de- 
ranged or perverted function of any of 
the organs of the body, or in any se- 
rious degree to interfere with the meta- 
bolic changes occurring under normal 
conditions within the living organism, is 
denominated a toxic element, and such 
a condition so produced is denominated 
a toxemia. 

Thus we have defined a condition pro- 
duced by the introduction into the sys- 
tem of a poison from the outside, wheth- 
er that substance gains admittance by 
means of the natural openings or by 
artificial channels. But all toxic condi- 
tions do not have their source from the 
outside. Some have their foci situated 
within the system; at various points 
in the alimentary canal, in the respira- 


tory tract, in the kidneys, bladder, liver, 
There func- 
tion, a defective elimination, a decom- 


etc. may be an arrested 
position of the contents of some viscus, 
the formation of toxins which are reab- 
sorbed by the lacteals or lymphatics, 
with a consequent perversion of all the 
functions of the system; and we have 
what we are pleased to denominate an 
autotoxemia. 

An autotoxemia, a self-poisoning, a 
setting up of a train of symptoms which 
are generally obscure, often misleading, 
complicated in their character and point- 
ing to no definite anatomic or physiolog- 
ic lesion, but confused and mystifying to 
the physician, often leaving him in doubt 
as to the value of one set of symptoms, 
because of their apparent conflict with 
another set of symptoms pointing in a 
directly opposite direction. 

All processes of secretion and elimina- 
tion are defective. The tongue is furred, 
the teeth covered with sordes, the breath 
peculiarly foul, the bowels constipated, 
the belly tympanitic, the kidneys con- 
gested, the urine scanty and_ high-col- 
ored, frequently loaded with products of 
ammoniacal decomposition, the liver con- 
gested, the gall-bladder filled with a vi- 
tiated and inspissated bile, the skin and 
sclera of an icterode hue, the mind slug- 
gish, the energy gone, the appetite varia- 
ble or entirely wanting, with fleeting and 
evanescent but often excruciating pains 
in various parts of the body, and we 
have a somewhat crudely drawn pen- 
picture of a case of autotoxemia or auto- 
infection; that“is, the poisoning by the 
reabsorption back into the system of the 
products of decomposition, decay and 
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There is no use of tartar emetic as a cardiac 
sedative that is not fully answered by vera- 
trine, and better. 


In typhoid fever thymol has been given as 
an antiseptic for stomach and bowels, with 
good effect. Give freely. 
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waste, together with the toxins result- 
ing from the decomposition which should 
have been eliminated from the system by 
the emunctories. 

I do not mean to say that every case 
of autotoxemia will fill the full measure 
of this outline, neither do I intimate that 
this outline will represent all the phases 
of autotoxemia. It is this very fact, that 
the symptoms and combination of symp- 
toms are so variable in autotoxemia that 
the physician is so frequently mystified 
and enshrouded in doubt as to the true 
character of the case. It simulates so 
many diseases, and yet fails to give a 
perfect symptomatic picture of any one, 
that it frequently leaves the best diag- 
nostician in doubt as to its real nature 
or cause. 

Not ensemble of 
symptoms, or some group of them, is 


infrequently the 


accompanied by fever of a continuous 
character, with morning declension and 
evening exacerbation, thus simulating a 
true typhoid. Or it may be marked by 
periodicity of a tertian or quotidian form, 
leading us to think we have a true mala- 
rial element to deal with. Again, it is 
no uncommon thing to find these cases 
complicated by a train of bronchial or 
pulmonary symptoms, that mask the real 
fundamental trouble and cloud the diag- 
nosis. By an obstructed bile duct, a con- 
gested and tender liver and an acute 
icterus, we are often misled into a diag- 
nosis of acute or subacute hepatitis. Nor 
is it very unusual for these exploding 
causes to engender a train of symptoms 


pointing to the urinary tract, strongly 
simulating an attack of subacute nephri- 
tis; the chemical and microscopical indi- 
cations apparently confirming our hastily 
made 


diagnosis of nephritic trouble, 


per se. 
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Indeed, gentlemen, any or all of the 
foregoing conditions and complications 
may exist, and have their basic cause 
resting upon this hydra-headed condition 
known as autotoxemia or autoinfection. 

We may treat the simulated conditions, 
the apparent diseases after the most re- 
cent and approved methods, and unless 
we recognize that the real cause, that set 
in motion originally and continues con- 
stantly to supply the peculiar materies 
morbi, that develops the existing and 
often changing symptoms, has its seat 
within the system, and direct our efforts 
towards the removal of these foci of 
poison, all our treatment for the restora- 
tion of normal functions will be in vain. 

Just what the poisons are, just how 
they are generated, whether they are the 
result of gaseous decomposition or of mi- 
crobic decay, we are at present unable in 
all cases to say, but of their effects we 
are often painfully aware. These ques- 
tions will be ultimately satisfactorily set- 
tled by the bacteriologist. 

The most frequent location of the 
cause of these toxemic conditions is 
found in the alimentary canal. This be- 
ing the great viaduct of the human sys- 
tem, the chief sewer into which the great- 
er portion of the refuse and waste of the 
system is emptied, and through which it 
is carried from the system, it is not illog- 
ical to look to this location for the source 
of the majority of our cases of autoin- 
fection. 

It is not my intention in the present 
paper to enter but to a limited extent 
into the matter of treatment; yet I de- 
sire to say that the chief object of the 
treatment of this condition is to most 
thoroughly empty the alimentary canal, 
stimulate the emunctories, the kidneys, 
the liver and the skin, and in this way rid 
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Thymol has been given with good effect in 
rheumatism. Another intestinal antiseptic, like 
salicylates and resorcin. 


Thymol has proved, an antipyretic, like the 
other intestinal antiseptics. It is useful in 
gastric autotoxemias. 
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the system of the accumulated waste 
which is stored up in various organs, or 
may be polluting the circulatory stream. 

To do this I find that no one drug 
subserves so wide a range of usefulness 
as the mild chloride of mercury, given in 
small and frequently repeated doses. In 
this remedy we have an efficient stimu- 
lant to the healthy action of the liver 
and kidneys, and a prompt evacuant of 
the entire alimentary canal. Follow this 
with a thorough course of salines, dis- 
solved in large draughts of pure soft 
water, until the bowels are completely 
emptied and the kidneys thoroughly 
flushed, and the offending and decom- 
posing elements are washed from the 
blood-currents. Follow this up with a 
free and persistent use of intestinal anti- 
septics, and often your typhoid or mala- 
rial symptoms, your apparent bronchitis, 
your incipient pneumonitis, your catar- 
rhal appendicitis, will vanish as the mists 
before the morning’s sun, 

In my intercourse with my profession- 
al brethren I am impressed with the fact, 


Me We 
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that either I am overduly impressed with 
the idea that we more frequently have to 
deal with the autoinfected condition 
above described than has heretofore been 
recognized, or that my friends do not 
generally attach the importance to the 
train of symptoms outlined that I do, and 
do not trace their cause to the same 
source. It is because of this seeming dif- 
ference between our views that I have 
been induced to present these thoughts, 
imperfect though they are, for your con- 
sideration; in the hope that I might, in 
case I have unduly magnified this condi- 
tion be led by your generous discussion 
and liberal criticism to modify my views, 
in accordance with the true scientific 
worth of the symptoms; or, on the other 
hand, if I am correct in my estimate of 
the frequency and importance of this 
condition, that I may in some degree be 
instrumental in directing your minds to 
a subject that will possibly inure to your 
interests directly, and indirectly to the 
benefit of your clientele.

Cocaine as a Thermogenic.—The tem- 
perature raising action of cocaine is one 
of its most characteristic properties, and, 
while no clinical significance has been at- 
tached to it, it is nevertheless of interest

In the headaches associated with 
tension, as in interstitial nephritis, 
gives quick relief.

In determining the source 
of this production it is to be noted that 
the increase of heat production is closely 
associated with motor excitement; there- 
fore the first step is to eliminate this fac- 
tor, if possible without involving the 
others. With this in view a series of 
experiments were made by Reichert in 
which the action of cocaine was observed 
on curarized and morphinized dogs, also 
on dogs after section of the spinal cord 
at its junction with the bulb, and on 
others after section of the crura cere- 
bri and injury to the caudate nuclei. 
This research has demonstrated the fol- 
lowing facts: (1) That the rise of tem- 
perature caused by cocaine is due to an 
increase of heat production, and that the 
latter depends on two actions—one upon 
the cortex, causing motor excitement, 
and the other upon the caudate thermo- 
genic center, by which heat is produced 
independently of motor activity; (2) 
that cocaine possesses very little powef 
in lightly curarized animals, both be- 
cause of the motor quietude and of the 
depression of some other portion of the 
thermogenic apparatus; (3) that co- 
caine is absolutely without thermogenic 
power in animals in which the pathways 
of thermogenic and corticospinal motor 
fibers have been cut, as after section of 
the spinal cord at its junction with the 
bulb and of crura cerebri; (4) that co- 
caine is effective as a thermogenic when 
only a small portion of the caudate cen- 
ter is left intact with the parts below; 
(5) that cocaine and morphine are direct 
antagonists in theis actions upon the 
caudate and cortical centers which are

THE NUTRITIVE VALUE OF THE EGG. 


How should an egg be prepared in 
order to obtain from it the most nutri- 
tion and in this way the most strength 
to the body? This question is not yet 
fully settled. 

It is a frequent usage to stir up the 
yolk of the egg into the soup for a pa- 
tient, while the white of it is left out. 
This is a mistake, for the most valuably 
nutritious part of the egg is the albu- 
men, and this is more in the white than 
in the yolk. The nutritious part of the 
latter consists mainly in its fat. The al- 
bumen in the entire egg is 13 per cent 
and water 87 per cent, and the propor- 
tion of the albumen in the white to that 
in the yolk is as 5 to 3. If, therefore, 
albumen is the most important nutritive 
material and the main source of living 
energy, there can be no question as to 
which part of the egg is most valuable. 

The saying, that an egg is worth half 
a pound of beef, is not to be taken as an 
exact statement. Although the price of 
meat at present is very high, still is a 
pound of meat cheaper than what a num- 
ber of eggs would cost to afford as much 
albumen and fat as are in that pound. 
An egg weighs as much as 40 grams, i. 
e., 600 grains, or 10 drams of meat, or 


150 cubic centimeters, i. e., 60 cubic 
inches of milk. 

Eggs are most valuable whenever we 
desire to increase nutrition and add at 
the same time to the palatability of the 
food, hence its valuable addition to our 
victuals. 

Much depends upon the way eggs are 
eaten. Of course the fresher an egg is 
the better it is.

A fresh egg is translu- 
and heavier than an old one. It 
should sink to the bottom in a 5 to Io 
per cent watery solution of common salt. 
Eggs immersed in lime water will pre- 
serve their good nutritious value when 
their pores are completely filled up with 
lime, so that no septic germs can reach 
inside them. Old lose their 
water, weight and translu- 
cency. To obtain the full value of an 
egg for the human, it is best to beat 
up the entire contents. But the podrest 
way to use an egg is to drink it raw, 
when the albumen gathers in a ball in 
the stomach and is digested only in small 
parts. This point is not popularly 
known, and should be made so, since

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ATROPINE IN ILEUS (TWIST IN 
THE BOWELS). 


H. Rosin in the Deutsche Medicinische 
Wochenschrift, 1902, No. 6, reviewing 
the work, “Die Atropinbehandlung des 
Ileus,’ by Dr. Adolf Weber in Alsfeld, 
has this to say: The author sums up 
the essentials of his work in the follow- 
ing sentences: 

Atropine is not contraindicated in any 
case of ileus. In volvulus, in internal 
and external incarcerations, which have 
always to be treated surgically, it first of 
all removes the pain and then effects aft- 
er the operation an abundant and un- 
dangerous alvine evacuation. 

The ileus, which at times occurs after 
laparotomy and herniotomy, provided the 
case is neither volvulus nor incarcera- 
tion, is to be treated with atropine and 
not with opiates. 

Fecal impaction in the presence of a 
large scrotal hernia in old people may be 
removed with atropine.

APOMORPHINE AS A HYPNOTIC 
IN ALCOHOLICS. 


Drs. Coleman and Polk were able to 
try apomorphine on 300 alcoholic pa- 
tients in one and the same hospital, and 
have published an analysis of 87 cases. 

The remedy to act as a hypnotic must 
be administered hypodermically. To 13 of 
these cases it was given by the mouth,and 
it produced sleep in two only. In 74 cases 
it was given hypodermically, and sleep 
was procured in 50 of them. About half 
of the patients had emesis. It is difficult 
to establish an exact posology. It is, 
therefore, best to begin with a centigram 
(=gr. 1-6) and then try 
progressively. When vomiting occurs 
stop the remedy for some hours before

THE BATH AS A SOURCE OF 
INFECTION. 


Dr. Winternitz in Tuebingen has an

We find the confirma- 
tion of this in a recent book by Mr. 
Jacotin, the principal veterinary surgeon 
of the French army. 

Apropos of the febrile movements 
which in the onset of pneumonia show 
themselves the same in the horse as in 
man, here we see how the granules com- 
posing the dosimetric antifebrile triad 
moderate and arrest the fever when used 
at the start, and when used at the first 
febrile indications they prevent the blood- 
congestion in the lungs from producing 
irreparable disorders. 

It is because dosimetric (alkalometric) 
medication is based in great part on this 
principle that disease manifests itself by 
purely functional troubles first, before it 
attacks the organic tissues themselves ; 
and that it is possible to combat the ini- 
tial fever and make it disappear before 
any lesion has established itself.

PRESENTING THE SYMPTOMS OF THE ADAMS-STOKES 
DISEASE (BRADYCARDIA). 


Such a case was presented by Lich- 
theim to the Ver. f. Wissenschaft. Heilk. 
in Koenigsberg, Jan. 20, 1902. The heart- 
beats were 32 per minute, occasional 
fainting, pulsations of the jugular veins, 
systolic murmur, and dull diastolic tone. 
Every arterial pulsation corresponded to 
one heart-beat and to three venous pulsa- 
tions. Dr. L. explains these phenomena 
by an irregular pulsation of the auricles 
and ventricles, so that the ventricular 
frequency amounted to a third of the 
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auricular frequency. This “heart-block- 
ade,” as it is termed, is traced back to 
the difficulty of conducting forward the 
contractile irritation at the auriculo-ven- 
tricular boundary. — (Wien. Med.

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WANTED: A DIAGNOSIS. 


Man, 56, entered the army as a boy 
not yet grown, and served in the De- 
partment of the South. While in the 
service he contracted “chills and fever,” 
and also had an attack of measles. He has 
never known any severe manual labor, 
as most of his life has been passed in- 
doors tending a machine for making 
shoes ; never experienced any physical in- 
jury such as might occur by being 
thrown from horse or carriage in mo- 
tion, or falling from a building. His 
history reveals no hereditary traits 
which could in any way impair his nat- 
ural vitality. In his person to-day he 
gives every evidence of never having 
known an excess, and that he has kept 
himself clean inside and out, even to his 
speech. The measles did not leave any 
mark upon him whatever. There is no 
history of any disease except chills and 
fever. 

In health he weighed 180; he now 
weighs 140; the muscles are rather soft 
and flabby and there is only a thin layer 
of adipose tissue over his body; not 
very well nourished; skin rather sallow, 
with the exception that the vesicular mur- 
mur seems slightly muffled, both aus- 
cultatory and percussion sounds are nor- 


mal over all parts of both lungs. A cause 
for the muffled element will be seen fur- 
ther on. The heart is normal in position 
and character, save only a slight systolic 
murmur heard at the apex; the rythm is 
regular though the impulse is weak; the 
mucous membrane of his gums, tongue 
and fauces is red; the stomach and bow- 
els are retracted and tender, with the su- 
perficial veins showing prominently on 
the left side of the abdomen; the liver 
extends from the upper border of the 
seventh to the lower border of the eighth 
rib in the axillary line; the spleen ex- 
tends from the upper border of the ninth 
rib to the crest of the ilium and half 
between its extremities, its transverse 
diameter is six inches; the whole organ 
is tender; there are no evidences of any 
disease of any portion of the alimentary 
canal, nor of the kidneys. He has a ma- 
larial seizure about once in two weeks 
on the average. These attacks are fol- 
lowed by great pain but not by much 
fever; great nervous depression follows 
every attack. “The bottom falls out of 
everything,” is the man’s version of his 
feelings. In health this man stood 5 ft. 
8 in., now he barely measures 5 ft. 3 in. 
This loss of five inches is accounted for 
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by the bending of the head and shoul- 
ders forward; so prone is his position 
that he cannot look into the face of a 
man in front of him without throwing 
his body backward and rolling his eyes 
upward to their fullest extent. He can 
move his head backward and’ forward, 
or, more correctly, upward and down- 
ward, about 15 degrees. He can also 
rotate it to about the same extent. If 
passive motion is attempted the sensation 
given to the hand is exactly like that 
which the operator feels when he under- 
takes to turn a rachet-wheel backward.

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Three years ago I became a subscriber 
to THe ALKALOIDAL CLINIC, since which 
time I have been very much interested 
in its “strange teachings.”

Since my skepticism has faded into 
assurance, and I have been using the 
plan of treatment advised by the CLINic, 
there has been a wonderful change in 
the character and duration of my typhoid 
cases. I use calomel and saline laxative 
freely at all stages, and push the sulpho- 
carbolate.

SMALLPOX COMPLICATED WITH 
PREGNANCY.

February I, was quarantined in a 
house where smallpox had broken out.

I note a query in your August num- 
ber, 3214, on eczema of the glans penis. 
Let me give you a sure cure: Gently 
touch with pyrozone 25 per cent on a 
tiny piece of cotton, wrapped about the 
head of a match stick. A mere touch- 
ing is all that is necessary. Too much 
will be too caustic. Then apply an 
oleate of bismuth salve, made very 
smooth with oleic acid. Apply the salve 
coated on a piece of lint, and tie about 
the penis with a piece of plain gauze 
roller bandage. The next day wash the 
penis with sweet oil, not soap and water, 
and then sop with 5 per cent solution 
of resorcin in alcohol once or twice a 
day.

PNEUMONIA. 


I have been a reader of the Ciinic 
since last November—subscribed through 
curiosity and now would not give it for 
either of my other journals. I certainly 
enjoy reading the Queries and answers. 

I have been very successful in the 
treatment of pneumonia. I flush the 
bowel with calomel, follow with the com- 
bined sulphocarbolates; this gives me a 
clean intestinal tract, thereby eliminating 
the toxins. I keep up the sulphocarbo- 
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lates throughout the entire course of the 
attack. I also try to eliminate all of the 
toxins I can through the urinary sys- 


tem, by the use of some diuretic, prefer- 
ably sweet spirits of niter. I use aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia as a heart stim- 
ulant, and because it helps to prevent 
“heart-clot,” or thrombosis, of which in 
my humble opinion most pneumonia pa- 
tients die; the ammonia also being elim- 
inated through the lungs. When the 
heart is beginning to weaken I also use 
strychnine sulphate gr. 1-60 every three 
hours. Liquid diet, airy room, plenty of 
sunlight. I certainly do believe in the 
“germ theory,” and in strict asepsis.

Having often sought your advice, en- 
joved and profited by the many 
things in the Ciinics, and feeling a fa- 
miliarity with you from having read all 
of them since the first issue, I feel that 


good 


[ should at least express my apprecia- 
tion, that sweetest reward for all earthly 
efforts, better than shining gold, per- 
haps because more rare. 

I note that typhoid fever is being dis- 
cussed and various treatments outlined 
and criticised. A record of eighteen 
years of genéral practice, with from a 
few to twenty-five or thirty cases an- 
nually, all during that time treated prac- 
tically the same, with but one fatal case, 
in which the presumption was strong 
that he had gratified a craving appetite 
when considered convalescent, causes me 
to approach a case of typhoid fever with 
more assurance of success than any other 
disease. 

I think were I limited to one remedy 
in the treatment I would use magnesium 
sulphate or the more pleasing Abbott's 
Saline Laxative.

I made up my 
mind that mother must raise her own 
babies or I must lose them all; so I gave 
her an antiseptic tablet every two hours 
for three doses and then I put the babies 
back, after which she got two more tab- 
lets that day, three the next day and the 
day succeeding, two on the following two 
days, one on each of the next two days 
and quit, and those pups were dry, happy 
and without diarrhea within twenty-four 
hours from the administration of the first 
tablet.

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CUTANEOUS GRAVEL. 


A mother, 41, six years ago had hives, 
round blotches that itched and tingled. 
One day she scratched out from the cen- 
ter of a blotch a grain of sand, large 
enough to leave a visible hole. Since 
then by rubbing the skin almost any- 
where she can get these small stones. I 
enclose a small lot she got from one foot 
at one time. 

Occasionally they come under the mu- 
cous membrane of the mouth, and on 
emerging the sensation of biting them is 
the same as of biting ordinary sand. 
Five years ago she had an attack of pul- 
monary trouble, at first thought to be 
pleurisy, from the pain; but in the sputa 
these stones were present. She finally 
recovered, and there are now no physical 
signs. Three years ago she had an at- 
tack resembling renal calculus, and 
passed blood, pus and mucus, with many 
small stones from the bladder. 

She will find these stones in her stock- 
ings, and occasionally in her mouth, and 
to walk barefooted over a hard floor 
gives her a very unpleasant sensation, as 
if walking on pins, and her feet will 
burn for an hour. The stones seem 
more plentiful in the feet, but can be 
rubbed out most anywhere else. Her 
general health is poor and she never feels 
well; appetite variable. Occasionally she 
has apparently bilious spells, with vom- 
iting and cramps. Her urine has been 
analyzed many times, and nothing ab- 
normal found but an excess of uric acid.

Everyone has had a “hack” as this 
case, which has just come into my hands. 
Nothing has ever done her any good. 

My 
diagnosis is, a nutritional disturbance, 
and that proper dieting, with large ene- 
mas and intestinal antiseptics, would help 
her. But I told her frankly I had never 
seen such a case, but that I had a friend 
in Chicago who was almost 100 years 
ahead of his time, and knew everything, 
and that I would submit the case to 
him.

It seems as if I give the intes- 
tinal antiseptic for everything from con- 
sumption to corns, and it does them all 
good.

Perhaps our one origin, 
one aim, and prospective one end, cre- 
ate one sympathy. Let speculative the- 
orists ascribe my likes for such grand 
men to mere psychological influence if 
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A wise minister said he would not leave all 
the good tunes to the devil. Why leave our 
plants to irregulars? 
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they will. I care not for the assumption, 
I enjoy the fact. Then there is, 

Thirdly. Dr. Waugh. I have never 
seen him. But would bet a nickel that 
he is a compact-built, thick-set Pennsyl- 
vania Dutchman, with a face as genial 
as a sunbeam. He may not “sprechen 
Deutsch ;” if he cannot, I am more of a 
Pennsylvania Dutchman than he, though 
born in Canada. 


DISLIKES. 


Well, Doctor, I dislike to hear any 
man say, in anything connected with 
medicine, that this or that “cannot be 
done.” If a man places a limit on his 
own possibilities, I have nothing to say, 
but when he limits human possibilities by 
his own circumscribed attainments, then 
my levator nasi contracts, and I object. 
To me, it smells strongly of the musty 
tomes of by-gone ages; and savors of 
active ignorance. 

Sydenham, in the seventeenth century, 
declared ali “fevers were self-limited and 
could not be aborted.” But to hear a 
man in this age of the world add: “But 
to abort a fever you never did,” would 
lead one to think Sydenham had just 
arisen from the dead, and his long sleep 
had added emphasis to his previous as- 
sertion. Forgetful of the fact that ex 
cathedra statements based on human 
ipse dixit, in this age of our world, are 
looked upon as the culmination of hu- 
man presumption, savor of dogmatism, 
and manifest a limited knowledge of 
therapeutics. 

In the past fifty-three years of active 
practice I have treated some cases of 
enteric disease; in all climates, under all 
circumstances, and with all conceivable 
surroundings, and with a mortality of 
less than one per cent; and if seen before 
the third day, a case seldom ran over the 
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fourteenth day. Now, will any sane doc- 
tor attempt to tell me that none of these 
cases were “aborted,” i. e., “shortened”? 
If he will, I can only commiserate his 
lack of general intelligence. 

This theory is based on the old, long- 
since exploded dogma, that “all fevers 
are self-limited,” a statement which has 
no foundation in physiology, pathology 
or common sense. As long as the bio- 
plasm exists in the human cell, on which 
the morbid process depends, there can 
be no natural limitation to the disease. 
To hold the contrary, is to hold that a 
cause may exist without an effect. But 
when that bioplasm is favorably changed, 
the disease is aborted—shortened; and 
when it is removed, the disease is cured. 

If in this age of the world a “fever 
cannot be aborted,” medicine is a failure, 
and every doctor a fraud. If we must 
fold our arms and depend on the “vis a 


tergo” of nature for a cure, let us at 
least be honest and say so, and turn our 


attention to something else. Does any 
rational doctor mean to tell the public 
that “malarial fever” cannot be aborted? 
And if it may, why may not malarial-ty- 
phoid? Or does the typhoid tail add the 
unlimitable to the disease ? 

In autopsies we find an exanthematous 
condition of the alimentary canal in all 
typhoid patients—measles, turned out- 
side-in, if you please. On this the febrile 
reaction depends; control this, and you 
control the disease; modify it, and you 
modify or shorten the disease; remove 
it, and you have cured it; and any of the 
alkaloidal preparations of arsenic will do 
this ; and the man who thinks this cannot 
be done is certainly to be pitied, as he 
must have-slept since Sydenham’s day. 

If Sydenham is still a safe guide on fe- 
vers, he must be equally so on pleurisy.

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Turn to page 52 of his “Practice of 
Physic,” or “Processus Integre.” Under 
the caption of Pleurisy he says: “Bleed 
on the affected side, three or four times, 
and take away ten ounces of blood. The 
juice expressed from horse-dung, with 
water drawn from ox, calves, sheep, or 
hog’s blood, is commended as an excel- 
lent thing because it imbibes the pleuri- 
tic acid.” Various other remedies are 
suggested, but another must suffice: 
“Take horse-dung one ounce and a half, 
boil in barley water a sufficient quan- 
tity, strain and sweeten with the syrup of 
red poppies, of which let the sick take a 
draught now and then. Volatile salts 
of man’s blood, and vipers’ eyes, and 
crabs’ eyes, is an incomparable thing.” 
Is it any wonder that fever was re- 
garded as self-limited, and that “fever 
could not be aborted”? The man who 
holds to the one may as consistently teach 
the others. Such fossilized emanations 
are little credit to the profession in this 
age of the world. 


PNEUMONIA. 


Well, yes! I think I have seen a few 
cases in my short, over-half-century ca- 
reer, and some under pretty adverse cir- 
cumstances. I simply use ammonia carb. 
and tinc. white bryonia, and the old, 
much-despised poultice; with 
aconite or gelsemium to regulate or con- 
trol the febrile reaction. And I will 
compare notes with any physician on this 
continent. Since the use of the alkaloids 
I have not lost a case, and shortened, i. e., 
“aborted,” many.

Any man who has spent much time in 
the tropics has undoubtedly seen some 
smallpox. But say, Doctor, how long 
may the average practician live in the

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country, and never see a case of small- 
pox? And how much better off is his 
city brother? His first suspected case, 
by order of the officious health officer, is 
hurried to the pest-house, and he never 
sees it again. Grand chances, these, to 
study the etiology, pathology, or neces- 
sary therapeutics of this disease! Truly! 

It is no disgrace to the profession to 
say that not more than one doctor out 
of fifty has ever seen a case of small- 
pox. But it is a disgrace for those 
forty-nine to write about a disease of 
which they know absolutely nothing, and 
if possible Jess about its necessary thera- 
peutics. I am a firm believer in any 
and every preventive measure for this 
or any other disease. 

IT can take two ounces of magnesia 
sulphate and one ounce of potass. bitar- 
trate, pour a pint of hot water on it and 
let it stand over night; then take a tea- 
spoonful three times a day, and run vac- 
cination or any other preventive meas- 
ure an even race. And with it alone I 
have modified, shortened, and cured 95 
per cent of cases. Paint the face and 
hands with Ecthol and you will have no 
“pits” to mar beauty, or to announce your 
inability. Preventing fever is aborting 
it.

MEDICAL LAWS. 


I am an admirer of the CLinic gen- 
erally, and in one particular, its position 
on medical organization. Every com- 
modity of which I have any knowledge 
has advanced in price, all our supplies, 
etc.; and I have failed to hear of a sin- 
gle locality where the fees of physicians 
have advanced. 

Let us leave a code of ethics which 
modern civilization and active competi- 
tion has made out of place, and the so- 
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called higher standard of medical edu- 
cation, rest for a time, and organize for 
mutual protection and interest; and the 
county mediéal societies organized on 
such a basis will not lack in attendance, 
as is the case in many places under the 
present regime. 

The principal object in the past seems 
to have been to secure what has been 
termed a higher standard of medical ed- 
ucation by legislation. What has been 
the result? Has so-called quacking less- 
ened? No; on the other hand, it has in- 
creased, and the only result has been 
to make it more difficult for the honest, 
conscientious medical man to secure a 
legal right to practise his profession. 
Graduates of our medical colleges have 
never experienced the slightest diffi- 
culty in competing with graduates 
from countries where so-called higher 
medical education exists. The result 
will be, as the object seems to be, 
to crowd the poor boy out of the 
profession ; and such a result in my opin- 
ion will not improve the profession, but 
will detract from it. 

It has got to the point now where the 
man who has devoted his life to the 
study and practice of medicine, and has 
been out of college a few years and has 
become rusty on minor technicalities, and 
rich in resources and successful methods 
of combating disease, should he desire 
to move across an imaginary line divid- 
ing a state, must, after producing evi- 
dence of qualification and the payment 
of a liberal fee, submit to an examina- 
tion, which is usually very impractical 
and very technical. In short, he has no 
surety of being allowed to practise his 
profession, only in the spot where, at a 
considerable expense and trouble, aside 
from securing his degree at a reputable 
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No ruts are as difficult to get out of as those 
that keep us using remedies originating in 
European practice. 


Is a doctor still looked upon with suspicion 
because he advocates the study of native 
American medicines? 
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college, he has managed to become a 
legal practician. It seems to me that 
medical men have simply restricted them- 
selves, in denying themselves liberties 
which they should possess; while they 
have given little encouragement to high- 
er investigation and study. 

I believe in medical men writing what 
they believe and think, after giving a 
subject thought and study, whether it 
agrees with the popular vein or not. 
Let us organize for mutual protection 
and advancement. Let us extend our 
liberties as well as our knowledge.

The 
man who dispenses for himself, and buys 
from the same house year in and year 
out, is at as much advantage over the 
prescription writer as is the Mauser over 
the old Springfield. The daily use of 
the same preparation of a drug breeds a 
certainty that the man who writes pre- 
scriptions will never know. 

My method of using the granules is 
somewhat different from what I have 
seen mentioned in the Cirnic.

A granule every four hours will 
tend to prevent its return. It has a place 
in all stages of pneumonia. In the lung 
troubles of children it is of great value. 
Having used lobelia for a number of 
years, the little granule of lobelin meets 
a long felt want. A good indication for 
its use, irrespective of the disease, is a 
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feeling of weight in the chest and op- 
pression of the breathing.

In the false pains at term it will relieve, 
and its continued use will bring about 
normal contraction of the uterus. As an 
anti-rheumatic it is of great value, espe- 
cially in rheumatism of the muscles. In 
chorea it is my first, and if a rheumatic 
subject I am almost sure of prompt re- 
lief. 

It is well to remember that large doses 
cause intense headache. The therapeutic 
point is just short of the headache stage.

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above symptoms I have never known it 
to fail. 

Some ten years ago a bad case of pneu- 
monia came under my care, that my 
predecessor gave up to die for the in- 
cessant hiccough. I watched the case for 
some time and wondered what I could 
give that the other fellow had not. A 
prominent feature of the case was a 
flushed face with a contracted pupil. The 
tincture of gelsemium was given alone, 
and in four hours the hiccough had 
stopped and an uninterrupted recovery 
was the result. 

Much has been written in the CLrnic 
as to the virtues of aconitine as a seda- 
tive, and its applicability in a wide range 
of diseases. I think if the following is 
kept in mind there will be no trouble 
to distinguish between the aconitine and 
the veratrine cases. If aconitine is given 
only where we have the small, frequent 
pulse, the result will be all that could be 
expected. Where this pulse is present 
relief will follow, whether the trouble be 
in the head or the foot. 

Veratrine is the sedative where we 
have the full bounding pulse. In the 
early stage of pneumonia it is a promi- 
nent remedy. In intermittent fever it 
paves the way for quinine. In these cases 
I never give quinine until I have the 
pulse under control. It has a wide range 
of usefulness and should be used largely 
in place of the coal-tar preparations. In 
erysipelas it is an important remedy. Lo- 
cally try tincture and dist. hamamelis. 
In phthisis with the temperature over 
100, the tissues being rapidly burned, 
veratrine will reduce the temperature and 
thus prolong life.

efficient in glandular troubles? An en- 
larged gland, whether the parotid, mam- 
mary or testicle, either acute or chronic, 
if not gone on to suppuration, will yield 
to phytolaccin internally and the tincture 
locally. 

In diphtheria, with aconitine or vera- 
trine, it is superior to the average treat- 
ment, and with antitoxin will cure the 
curable cases. In tonsillitis, pharyngitis, 
rheumatism, mumps, ovaritis, it will beat 
the regular treatment of the best authors.

PNEUMONIA. 


Dr. Markley, October CLINICc, is right 
about the use of creosote in pneumonia. 
It is exhaled by the lungs. A short time 
after its use it can be smelled on the 
breath, and tasted by the patient if the 
tongue is not too much coated. You are 
right about giving it by inunction. I 
have been using it in this way for several 
years, with good results. I first got the 
idea from an article in the New England 
Medical Journal, where it was recom- 
mended for malaria. I was then using 
Creosotal in pneumonia, and I substi- 
tuted creosote by inunction, for it is 
cheaper; and I found it just as good. 
My proportion is 2 drams beechwood cre- 
osote to 6 drams cottonseed oil, and a 
teaspoonful of the mixture is equal to 15 
minims of pure creosote. 

I have this rubbed in over the chest 
with two fingers of the hand, till the 
surface no longer feels greasy. This is 
ee @

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done once a day for children. The dose 
for an adult is from 40 to 60 minims, 
though I have never used the larger dose. 
The surface is reddened, but in twenty- 
four hours is ready for the next dose. 

Query 3324:—‘Clay Eating.” In my 
experience with it, I have found the mor- 
bid appetite which gives rise to it to be 
due to food insufficient as to quality and 
sometimes as to quantity, mostly the 
former. I treat with tonics, iron and 
phosphorus, and sometimes with one of 
the emulsions of cod-liver oil. I direct 
the patients to have whatever they want 
of any wholesome food, and as much of 
it as they want. This, and some watch- 
ing, not leaving them alone when avoid- 
able, has always resulted in breaking the 
habit.

RHEUMATISM. 


Your answer to my request asking the 
Cirnic to furnish all the light it could 
as regards the treatment of rheumatism, 
is to hand. 

I am very glad that you have consented 
to do so, for I believe that rheumatism 
and its consequences cause more suffer- 
ing than any hereditary disease, and I 
find the treatment less satisfactory than 
most diseases. The great variety of symp- 
toms and treatment has caused me to 
study much and learn but little, and these 
odd cases are what I hope to learn some- 
thing about. I had a patient in 1854 that 
was suffering from rheumatism of the 
muscular coat of the bowels, that was 
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very troublesome to treat. I give the 
symptoms for the benefit of some young 
doctor: He had almost incessant pain, 
and it was peculiar, of an aching, draw- 
ing character, full strong pulse, consider- 
able fever, tongue coated. I gave Io 
grains of calomel and 10 of Dover’s 
powder. These had no effect towards 
moving the bowels; four hours after I 
repeated the same quantity, using injec- 
tions of salt and water, etc. Then I tried 
cautiously croton oil. Mustard plasters 
and poultices gave no relief, and after 
using all those remedies without the least 
movement of the bowels, I set him upon 
the bed and bled him until he was giddy- 
headed, then gave some tartar emetic 
with opium, and in this I succeeded in 
getting a relaxation and copious dis- 
charge from the bowels. After this the 
patient had some fever for three or four 
days, and got well.

In reading over Dr. Dodds’ article on 
page 963, October number, ALKALOIDAL

that‘Dr. D. belongs to a class who esti- 
mates the ability of another by his own 


ability to cope with disease. He uses 
himself as a standard, and presumes to 
know all that is worth knowing. One 
would naturally infer that he is perfectly 
satisfied with his attainments and has 
reached the acme in therapeutics.

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He presumes, and finally concludes, 
that typhoid fever cannot be aborted, be- 
cause he knows of no means by which it 
can be; and then proceeds to convert 
his conclusions into a fact, and states 
that it cannot be aborted.

some of whom are just as capable, no 
doubt, of arriving at a correct conclusion 
as Dr. D., who know positively that ty- 
phoid fever can be aborted, not only in 
its incipient stages, but also when fully 
developed; not in one case only, but my 
experience during the last four years 
with about thirty cases justifies me in 
concluding that in every case. 

It seems to me that it is discourteous, 
unprofessional, and, I might add, un- 
gentlemanly, for a man to accuse a 
brother practitioner of egotism and ina- 
bility to diagnose correctly ; and it seems 
the more unpardonable when, as in this 
case, the conclusion has been formed by 
presumption, by evidence not conclusive, 
if evidence at all. I know are 
valuable facts kept from the profession, 
which, if known and used, would be the 
means of saving many lives; they are 
kept by honest, competent men who have 
the good of their fellow men at heart, 
and would willingly make them known

I would like to ask the Doctor why they 
do not continue to multiply indefinitely, 
or until every case ends in death? If 
the system without any assistance can 
rid herself of the bacilli in eighteen or 
twenty days, why might she not with 
the right kind of assistance do so in 
five or ten days? Facts are worth more 
to me than theories, and I have no de- 
sire to theorize. It is not necessary (as 
some brothers seem to think), that in 
order to believe a fact and receive the 
benefit of it, a man should understand 
the manner in which it is accomplished.

Learning for its own sake, not for im- 
mediate utilitarian purposes, is charac- 
teristic of the German mind. This has 
its great use for obtaining the objective, 
impartial truth. It has also frequently 
the fault of impracticability. This fault is 
ultimately overcome either at home or 
abroad. An ancient good Rabbinic say- 
ing is: “Make not'the study of the di- 
vine book a spade to dig with,” i. e., 
make no trade of it; but an equally good 
Rabbinic saying is: “All study of the 
divine book that has no work with it 
is bound to come to naught.” The book 
before us is a happy outcome of abstract 
study and practical applicability in the 
matter of pathology and pathological 
anatomy. Reversing this order and con- 
sidering the two epochal pillars of mod- 
ern pathology, Rokitansky and Virchow, 
under the former of whom the writer of 
this made his early studies, we see in 


this most practical work of both 
Schmaus, Ewing and Thayer, the useful 
superstructure in which the general 
practician will find what he needs for 
an etiological understanding of any dis- 
ease that comes to him for help. We 
have in the English language, both Brit- 
ish and American, more extensive works 
on pathology than this one before us, 
but we doubt whether there is as useful 
and handy a one as this. The mechanic- 
al and illustrative parts of the book are 
excellent, and the price very reasonable. 
Most heartily do we recommend this 
book.

This is a well-written and well-known 
and long well-accepted text-book on ma- 
teria medica and therapeutics and what 
usually goes with these in such books.

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principles in “in.” This is as it should 
be to avoid mistakes and to make us rec- 
ognize an alkaloid when named audibly. 
So far so good, but why is the author 
so stepmotherly to the alkaloids? Many 
important ones he does not mention at 
all, and others he does, but gives not 
their dose, but that of the crude plant, 
and in such a juxtaposition, too, that 
there is great liability for a non-expert 
to mistake the given dose to apply to 
the alkaloid. O immortal Galen! When 
will you be buried? Dead you are long 
ago! No beneficent truth, such as Alka- 
lometry is, has ever commanded a ma- 
jority, and had first to satisfy itself with 
the elect few, but the majorities come to 
it with the majority of years. Patience!

Manual of Gynecology. By Henry T. 
Byford, M. D. Third revised edition, 
363 illustrations. P. Blakiston’s Son & 
Co., Philadelphia, Pa. 1902. $3.00. 

This work is preéminently a medical 
student’s faithful guide in the science and 
practice of gynecology. The author 
seems to have had the student’s mind 
constantly in his own mind in planning 
and executing this exceedingly useful 
guide. Studying under an efficient gyne- 
cologist, who has a large and varied 
material to show his classes, we know of 
no book that would be so profitable for 
the student as this one to fasten on his 
receptive mind what he sees and hears 
in the course. Much of a physician’s 
efficient knowledge depends upon the 
books he uses in his course of study, and 
a book like this one is apt to become a 
friend for life. 

Practitioners, too, who graduated long 
ago, will find in this manual much what 
they have not learned while students,

Be this as it may, the book 
will prove a valuable one for the pur- 
pose for which it was written, and espe- 
cially so for that of comparing American 
with British practice of surgery. The 
book contains 1,191 closely printed duo- 
decimo pages of larger and smaller types, 
divided into 41 chapters, illustrated with 
29 plates and numerous illustrative fig- 
ures.

Query 3439:—‘Autotoxemia.” For 
the first time I would like to tap your 
storehouse of medical lore. Last July I 
got a fearful cold, resulting in conges- 
tion of the kidneys, with almost complete 
suppression of urine, lasting three weeks 
before we could coax or force the kid- 
neys to a proper action. During eight 
days of this time I was delirious, know- 
ing nothing. I was very weak, and as I 
gradually improved a fever set in, daily, 
of 99, while every morning the temp. 
was 97.5 to 98. Supposing it to be ma- 
larial I attempted to break it up with 
quinine; this failing, tried quinine arse- 
nate, but all failed to prevent the return 
oi paroxysms. I still have it, but am up 
and attending to practice. Urine heavily 
loaded with ammonia and magnesia, 
strongly alkaline, no better on benzoates. 
Urine varies with diuretics from Io10 
to 1020, normal quantity, neutral.

The con- 
tracting powers of strychnine, ergotin 
and eserine have been utilized in goiter, 
and osmic acid has been injected, with 
good results. In this case would rec- 
ommend the application of iodine to the 
skin, driven in by a galvanic current, 
which I believe is better than the injec- 
tion of thyroid extract and safer. Give 
arsenic iodide, the most active of the 
iodine preparations for such a purpose, 
gr. 1-67 before each meal and on going 
to bed, more or less, so as to keep him 
constantly on the verge of iodism with- 
out slopping over.—Ep.

Query 3442:—“Fumigation.” I want 
some advice as to the disinfection of a 
house occupied by a consumptive. Some 
say to burn sulphur, but I consider it 
insufficient.

Give berberine gr. 1-6 every two hours, 
and keep this up at least one month. For 
the uterine condition apply euarol on a 
cotton-wrapped probe twice a week to 
the endometrium. Regulate her bowels 
with anticonstipation granules, and this 
with the berberine will cure the belching. 
The low temperature is due to innutri- 
tion. You won’t need to wash the stom- 
ach if you use this method.—Ep.

Hydrastinine is a more powerful hem- 
ostatic than any other derivative of hy- 
drastis, especially valuable in metrorrha- 
gia.

It is somewhat slow in getting 
to work, hence in menorrhagia should 
be preceded by atropine, which acts more 
promptly.—Ep.

fluid as possible will enter her body 
while you are getting rid of the sur- 
plus already there. This will relieve her 
and render her quite comfortable; but 
every time she concludes she can save 
doctor bills and get on without you, she 
will drop back and have to send for 
you. 

Castro speaks as follows of nephritis: 
“The inflammatory element gives to all 
nephrites their common dominant, epi- 
thelial, parenchymatous, interstitial, acute 
or chronic, the dominant indication will 
always be satisfied with aconitine. Tubal 
nephritis should receive treatment until 
certain of complete resolution, an insig- 
nificant degree of inflammation remain- 
ing will serve as the point of departure, 
perhaps long afterwards, of an extension 
that may be incurable. 
aconitine is equally indicated, on account 
of the renal lesion and the extension of 
the disease to the entire arterial system. 
This localization indicates the combina- 
tion of aconitine with digitalin. In epi- 
thelial forms where the elimination is 
good, give a granule each every three or 
four hours, watching most carefully that 
the physiologic effect be not exceeded. 
In interstitial cases the elimination is less 
active, and medicaments are more apt 
to accumulate. Three doses a day then 
usually suffice.

In the infectious nephritis of typhoid fe- 
ver, no danger attends the ordinary do- 
sage of a granule every half or quarter 
hour. The thermometer is an infallible 
guide in these cases. Renal and lumbar 
pain may be quieted by sedatives and 
anodynes, and antispasmodics. Codeine 
two granules gr. 1-67 every quarter hour, 
or two of cicutine gr. 1-134 every half 
hour, control this symptom. If the urine 
is scanty and heavy, increase it by the 
physiologic diuretics, water and milk. 
Arbutin gr. 1-67, one to three granules 
every three hours, will be of service. In 
chronic nephritis certain symptoms are 
inconstant, but require rapid and imme- 
diate treatment when present. Generally 
the cause is the accumulation of urea in 
the blood, which, retained in the blood 
from defective renal elimination, must be 
eliminated. The bowels may supplement 
the failing kidneys, and a saline laxative 
by causing serous transudation puts the 
blood in the best state possible. This is 
the best remedy for headache, dyspnea 
or convulsions. To relieve suffering we 
add caffeine valerianate gr. 1-67, two 
granules every half hour, for headache; 
for dyspnea cicutine hydrobromate gr. 
1-67, two granules every hour; or dig- 
italin gr. 1-67 every quarter hour; for 
convulsions, camphor monobromide gr. 
1-6, two granules, or zinc valerianate 
same dose, every half hour, either to be 
repeated till the desired effect has been 
secured. Oedema calls for tonics and 
diuretics; milk, with iron arsenate gr. 
1-67, and strychnine arsenate gr. 1-134, 
three times a day each.

I know that mosquitoes will not bite one 
so saturated, and I strongly suspect that 
no other insect will. It takes about seven 
grains a day on the average to saturate 
an adult.

In this case I would recommend eme- 
tin gr. 1-6, from one to six granules at 
bedtime, as large a dose as she can take 
without nausea, the granules to be swal- 
lowed whole without any liquid, after 
she is undressed and in bed; the object 
being to thoroughly unload the liver and 
thus prevent the attacks of dysentery. 
Let her take with each dose one or two 
granules of atropine and glonoin gr. 
1-250 each, and begin with a granule 
the first thing on waking, repeated every 
half hour until her mouth dries, the ob- 
ject being to have her under the influence 
of atropine at the time the fit occurs.

else without avail. Episcleritis due to 
gout—patient has consulted best special- 
ists to be had, oculists and others, all 
agree as to diagnosis. Began 15 years 
ago, by pain in right leg, lasted five days, 
and disappeared without medical treat- 
ment; did not recur till five years later, 
then began repeated inflammations of the 
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sclera, at first with little or no pain, but 
becoming more frequent and the pain in- 
tense; a small red spot appears on the 
sclera and in an hour the whole eye will 
be as red as a beefsteak, does not always 
spread so rapidly but the pain is always 
intense, driving patient. to desperation. 
She has now had an almost continuous 
attack for two months, the inflammation 
and pain beginning and under treatment 
subsiding, especially the pain, for at the 
most 36 hours ; when in spite of the treat- 
ment the eye again inflames with pain as 
severe before. Previous attacks have al- 
ways been controlled within four days 
to ten, never so persistent as this. Dur- 
ing these eight weeks she has taken col- 
chicum, aconite, belladonna, phytolacca, 
bryonia, cimicifuga, thuja and nux vom- 
ica. Belladonna and cimicifuga have 
given the best results, with saline ca- 
thartics and heat locally. What do you 
advise?

Unless the lady will submit to anti- 
lithic diet she need not expect much in 
the way of relief. Let her diet be shorn 
of meats and other nitrogenous articles, 
forbidding entirely pork, veal, ducks, 
geese, cheese, beans, peas, milk, coffee, 
and all acid fruits. Also sugar. Let her 
eat well-cooked fruits and vegetables, ce- 
reals, light meats in small quantities, and 
take grape juice if she can manage it, in 
any quantity. Next, exercise, moderate 
at first, but pushed up to the full limit 
of her capacity, with massage and Swed- 
ish movements till she gets started well. 
If her heart will bear it, give her vera- 
trine gr. 1-134 three times a day, in- 
creasing to seven daily doses if it is 
borne; watching the heart closely and 
taking observation of the output of uri- 
nary solids every day. Meet the exacer- 
bations with calcium iodized, a grain 
every quarter hour till the evidences of 
iodic action are present, in irritation of 
the eyes or nose. Keep the bowels clear 
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Whenever the stools are fetid, in any dis- 
ease or in nominal health, disinfect with zinc 
sulphocarbolate enough. 


The sulphocarbolate of zinc is slightly astrin- 
gent. If that effect is objectionable use the 
soda or lime salt.

purpose rather than the sulphocarbolates, 
which check the excretion of uric acid. 
The use of large quantities of hot water 
internally would be advisable, to favor 
elimination.

Diag- 
nosed as appendicitis, then derangement 
of liver, then a tumor. A month ago the 
lumbar region was explored with needle, 
without result. Following this the pa- 
tient sank rapidly ; treatment pronounced 
useless. No fever before operation, a lit- 
tle since. Pain controlled by morphine. 
Eyes bright but tinted yellow. Skin 
healthy, yellowish, varying as to tint. In 
bed from weakness mostly, since opera- 
tion. Strong desire for recovery. Diag- 
nosis, gall-stones. Treatment: Glonoin. 
strychnine arsenate and hyoscyamine; as 
soon as began glonoin patient collapsed, 
seemed to be sinking fast; discontinued 
glonoin and she rallied. Three days later 
glonoin again given, when she began a 
copious diarrhea, I2 passages in 24 
hours. Stopped treatment. 
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In all continued fevers part of the symp- 
toms are due to intestinal toxins and this calls 
for sulphocarbolates. 
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The latest reports say, no pain, mental 
state good, very weak, indications of im- 
provement. 


D. D. D., Illinois. 
The patient has gall-stones. The treat- 
ment should consist of sodium succinate 
er. 5, dioscorein gr. 1-2, boldine gr. 
1-67, before each meal and on going to 
bed. Add to each dose from three to 
seven granules of strychnine valerianate 
gr. 1-134 each, which she evidently needs, 
and regulate her bowels with colonic 
flushing and anticonstipation granules; 
treating the paroxysms of pain when 
they occur with hyoscyamine alone. At 
her age the relaxation of arterial and car- 
diac tension caused by glonoin is too 
great. The diarrhea following its use 

indicated a previous impaction.—Ep.

Then begin feeding her in this way : Give 
a compound manganese tablet dissolved 
in a teaspoonful of very hot water, every 
hour, following each dose in five minutes 
by a teaspoonful of Burnham’s clam juice 
in hot water, gradually increasing the 
latter if well borne. See if elimination 
by the kidneys is sufficient, as its failure 
sometimes underlies this difficulty. A lit- 
tle mustard over the pneumogastric 
nerve in the right side of the neck often 
allays its irritation, and so does a hypo- 
dermic of atropine.—Ep.

cle swelled to the size of a half-gallon 
fruit-jar, and had to be lanced, a great 
deal of pus escaping. Since then he has 
pain from the left kidney to the left tes- 
ticle and penis, and has to take morphine 
at times to relieve the pain. In summer 
it does not trouble him, but only on the 
advance of cold weather. The deposit is 
present when it is passed, much more 
than is now present in the specimen. 
What is the trouble and what would you 
advise for treatment ? 

Patient had mumps in 
January, 1902, no swelling of testicles, 
but great pain in kidneys, with swelling, 
pain very often runs down to testicles, 
also soreness in testicles and spermatic 
cords.

For this case, No. 1, I 
would advise arbutin gr. 1-6 seven times 
a day, gradually increased to seven grains

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Much less sulphocarbolate is needed in ty- 
phoid if the alimentary canal is emptied and 
swept out regularly. 
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before. The diet should be carefully reg- 
ulated and he should be protected against 
cold, wearing wool next to the skin. 
When pus is present in the urine he 
should take calcium sulphide seven grains 
a day in addition. 

In the second case there is, I think, 
an interstitial nephritis. In this case I 
would advise veratrine gr. 1-134 three 
times a day, gradually increasing to a 
dose sufficient to hold the pulse at about 
65. The diet should be non-stimulating, 
absolutely avoiding alcohol, spices and 
condiments of all kinds, and rich food 
which would unduly stimulate the kid- 
neys.

After the bowels are opened wash 
the parts, dry, and apply a little glycerin.

The patient had better also take a good 
dose of hydrochloric acid with each of 
his meals and keep the bowels regular.

Man, 75, 
healthy till four years ago, when he had 
retention of urine, necessitating the cathe- 
ter; urine passed with difficulty since; 
diagnosis, enlarged prostate and cystitis. 
A year ago had a low fever diagnosed as 
typhoid; during convalescence attacked 
with rheumatism in shoulder and neck, 
hands, knees and ankles, successively. 
Now the right hand is swollen and stiff. 
both knees stiff and painful on motion, 
but not swollen ; ankles and feet swollen 
and painful, cannot walk without two 
canes, tongue white, bowels regular; no 
fever.

Was the diagnosis made after digital 
examination per rectum? Do the feces 
come out in flat bands? Why the diag- 
nosis of cystitis? Has the urine been 
examined? If it shows cystitis, you will 
need lavage of the bladder. There is 
sclerosis of the arteries in this case. 
Feel for the popliteal artery and you will 
find it so. 

As to remedies: Hypophosphite is 
not indicated here, nor potassium iodide, 
nor carbonate. The salicylates in the 
form of Aspirin, macrotin and bryonin, 
are very much indicated. Externally, 
massage of knees with hot cod-liver oil. 
Keep the bowels clear and aseptic. If 
there is cystitis use Urotropin 30 grains 
a day, in divided doses. 

Arbutin in doses of a grain a day 
will soothe the irritable viscus, and set 
up a healthier action in it—Ep. 
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In typhoid fever give bismuth and lactopep- 
tine with zinc sulphocarbolate if the stomach 
is irritable to it. 


In pneumonia your other remedies will have 
a better effect if you keep the bowel disinfected 
with sulphocarbolates.

Tausch (Berliner klinische Wochen- 
schrift, August 25th) records two cases, 
in one of which a very sick woman, thir- 
ty-one years of age, took two tablespoon- 
fuls of lysol, but recovered after gastric 
lavage. In the second case, the initial 
symptoms were not severe, but the pa- 
tient eventually died from a lobar pneu- 
monia. As a rule, caustic effects are not 
seen in lysol poisoning. More or less 
deep unconsciousness, frequently accom- 
panied by respiratory and cardiac dis- 
turbances, is not uncommon. Albumin- 
uria and a dark color of the urine are 
frequent —N. Y. M. J.

Vacher advises to abort an acute 
coryza by painting the affected mem- 
brane with adrenaline solution, as being 
more lasting than cocaine in its constric- 
tion of the swollen membrane. Still, it 
is not permanent, and the blood-vessels 
should at the same time be drained by 
quickly-acting cathartics, or by a full 
dose of pilocarpine; and kept relaxed by 
stopping the food and drink for a day.

Points on the Malaria of Southern 
[taly—F. Martirano describes an epi- 
demic of malaria in Cetraro, in which 
the part played by the anopheles seemed 
to be very small indeed. He calls atten- 
tion to the fact that the mosquito is not 
the only agent in malaria, a part only, 
and that part, the shortest of the life 
of the parasite, being spent within the 
insect. The longest part, and the least 
well known to scientists, is that spent in 
man. It is probable that the vitality of 
the parasite is much greater than has 
hitherto been supposed, and that during 
the malarial season not only do the ano- 
pheles become infected with the gam- 
etes of malarial relapses, and propagate 
the disease from the infected to the pre- 
viously healthy, but that there is a re- 
newed activity in the multiplication of the 
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Zine cyanide should be considered from the 
standpoint of the cyanide.

The Western Medical Journal says: 
“The small frequently repeated dose of 
quinine administered during the time the 
patient has no fever, is said by an ex- 
change to cure a case of malaria when 
very large doses will fail. While we be- 
lieve the small dose frequently repeated 
is the best method of exhibiting quinine, 
it is not apparent to us why a cure can 
be obtained by this method of adminis- 
tration more certainly than by the use 
of the large dose.” 

The time at which the large dose is 
administered makes a good deal of differ- 
ence. But the idea in the item quoted 
is that, by the constant infiltration of a 
little quinine into the blood, there is 
never a moment when the malarial plas- 
modia have an opportunity to develop. 
A dose of any size may spend itself in a 
certain period, and then the spores will 
develop. But after all, the idea, like all 
a priori arguments, must be tested by 
actual experience before acceptation. We 
do not know enough of the biology of the 
plasmodia to predicate certainties upon 
their reaction with drugs.

If you wish to administer hydrocyanic acid 
the cyanide of zinc is the most reliable 
and uniform preparation.

Several New England railways 
have adopted the plan, finding it neces- 
sary to repeat the oiling about three 
times a summer. Los Angeles has found 
the method applied to the streets a suc- 
cess.

The Post Graduate says that probably 
no country wastes so many things as 
does the United States of America, and 
proceeds to demonstrate by adverting to 
our neglected mineral springs. Saratoga 
is taken as a glaring example. There is 
no manner of doubt but that we have in 
our own springs a wealth of therapeutic 
values that would discount the watering 
places of Germany and France. Two 
great obstacles stand in the way of their 
utilization. One is that the Americans 
who frequent the spas of Europe go 
there more for the sake of society than 
that of health. The other is that in 
their greed the proprietors of our native 
springs claim that the waters are good 
for everything in sight; their only ob- 
ject evidently being to get people to come 
and spend money with them. This de- 
feats its object, for if they had the prop- 
erties of these waters so studied that 
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we could prescribe them as we do drugs, 
sending each case to that resort best 
suited to it, the results would soon be 
seen in the resort of invalids in increas- 
ing crowds, and the reputation of the 
springs established on a solid founda- 
tion. 

At present the reason why more peo- 
ple do not go to Saratoga is evident— 
the poker game there is too stiff for the
